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Building Dept. Understaff ing Acute In Schaumburg

The staffing In Schaumburg's building 


department falls far behind that of the 
other Northwest suburbs, when the 
amount of construction going on In the 
village Is considered. 


An Investigation of the building depart- 


ments In 10 Northwest suburbs Indicated 
that underatafflng Is a common problem, 
but Is particularly acute In Schaumburg. 
"We have thousands of Inspections com- 
ing due at once," Hugh Cahlll, Schaum- 
burg building commissioner, said. He 
added that Inspectors rarely have time to 
spot check construction Jobs unan- 
nounced. 


Though large strides in Increasing its 


building staff have been made in 1970 


Schaumburg only had one building in- 
spector and a director of public works, 
Cahlll added. 


BELL SAVINGS AND Loan Associ- 


ation building reports show $67.6 million 
dollars of construction went on in the vil- 
lage in 1970. Since 'the fall of 1070, 
Schaumburg has added six people to in- 
spect and review plans. 
i 


But the department size has not kept 


pace with the enormous amount of build- 
ing going on. 


In comparison to the other villages, 


Hoffman Estates comes out looking fair- 
ly adequately staffed. However, in view 
of the building boom in the area, most of 
the Northwest suburban building depart- 
ments seem understaffed. 


The Investigation was sparked by the 


recent complaints about shoddy construc- 
tion in the Kaufman and Broad subdivi- 
sion In Schaumburg. .The village's miss- 
Ing inspection records and occupancy 
permits' for the subdivision indicate in- 
spections were not made and permits 
were not issued. 


THE DEPARTMENT was badly under* 


staffed at the time the homes were occu- 
pied in 1968. 


Most of the commissioners in the ten 


Northwest suburbs complained about un- 
derstaffing. But criteria for an adequate- 
ly staffed building department are hard 
to pin down definitively. 


However, some guidelines are avail- 


able. Spokesmen for the Building Offi- 


.dais and Code Administrators Inter-' 
national, Inc. (BOCA), the Department 
of Housing and Urban Development, and 
the Suburban Building Officials Confer- 
ence suggested a minimum of four to 
eight inspectors In a variety of special- 
-ized areas. 


BOCA recommends eight inspectors in 


areas ranging from,plumbing to zoning 
to air pollution for a city with- a popu- 
lation of 10,000 to 50,000, the size 
Schaumburg and Hoffman Estates fall 
under. 


BUT NONE OF THESE guidelines 


take into consideration the amount of 
construction going on. And there is no 
doubt that a tremendous amount of con-

The district board approved spending 


up to $3,704 for the ditch which wilTdrain 
the service road to the plant The total 
Salt Creek'Water Reclamation plant and 
interceptor project is .being built at a 
•cost of approximately $43 million. 


In other action at the meeting last 


week, the MSD board accepted several 
state and federal grants to help finance" 
the Salt Creek project. 


The state contributed an additional 


$214,525 to the Salt Creek plant construc- 
tion costs bringing the total-state grant 
for the project to $11,126,500. . 


The board also accepted a $155,150 fed- 


eral grant-for-the replacement of Salt 
Creek Intercepting Sewer No. 2. 


THAT INTERCEPTOR wih run from 


800 feet'south of Biggins Road north to 
150 feet south of Golf Road, along the 
west side of Rte. 53. ,

The board also accepted federal grants 


of slightly more than $1 million for Up- 
per Salt Creek, Interceptor No. 3 and 
$801,460 for Interceptor No. 10. Inter- 
ceptor No. 3 continues north from No! 2 


to a point north of Algonquin Road. In- 
terceptor No. 10 will ran from the Salt 
Creek plant southwest beyond Plum 
Grove Road. 


The MSD board also approved paying 


$43,100 to E. J. Albrecht Co., as partial 
payment for the construction work in ex- 
' pending the Hanover Water* Reclamation 
plant to handle an additional four million 
gallons of sewage daily. 


The board also approved paying $2,850 


and signing an agreement to continue 
sharing the cost of crest-stage gauges on 
streams in the county with the United 
States .Geological Survey;

A cash grant to the villages of Schaum- 


burg, Hoffman Estates, Hanover Park 
and Streamwood to finance an "Oper- 
ation Identification" program will be 
considered today by the Chicago-Cook' 
County Criminal Justice Commission. 


The grant, for $1,350, will finance the 


purchase of high-speed engraving pens 
for the four villages. Local residents and 
businessmen will use the pens to engrave 
their driver's license numbers on valu- 
able items. The program Is desiped to 
reduce burglaries by making the marked 
items difficult for burglars to sell. • 


The total cost of the program in the 


four communities will be $1,699. The vil- 
lages will pay a portion of the cost hi 
salaries to policemen Involved in the 
project. 


Another item to bo considered at the 


commission's monthly meeting is a $2,7 
million grant to build a new men's work- 
release center for the Cook County De- 
partment of Corrections. 


Total cost of the building will be S7.4 


million. It wiU be built adjacent to the 
county jail in Chicago. 


Funds to continue a training program 


for Juvenile Court probation officers in 
family treatment techniques will also be 


considered by the commission. 


Commissioner Richard A. Devine will 


explain the $18.6 million high crime- 
criminal justice activity project which 
was announced by the criminal justice 
commission and the Illinois Law En- 


forcement Commission (ILEC) last 
month. Devine was chairman of a special 
negotiating committee that reached 
agreement with the ILEC on the pro- 
posed anti-crime project for Cook County 
and the City of Chicago.

Of Interest

For two years tho Roiling Meadows 


Park District paid all Its Insurance pre- 
miums to the firm which employs Park 
Commissioner William Billings. 


Tho Illinois attorney general's office 


considers the act a conflict of Interest 


A spokesman for the attorney general's 


office cited a section of tho Illinois Re- 
vised Statutes which states "no such 
member (of the governing board) shall 
be directly or indirectly In any way pecu- 
niarily Interested In any contract of work 
of any kind, whatever, connected with 
his park district" The section was 
passed in 1951. 
' 


Tho possible conflict of interest stems 


from action taken by the park board hi 
December of 1960 naming Baumann and 
Onto as the Insurance agency for the 
park district Tho policies remained in 
effect until they were phased out during 
1971. 


Tho annual premium to Baumann and 


Otzlo was $2,283 plus more than $600 for 
Workmen's Compensation Insurance. 


BILLINGS, THE present park board 


president, hod been employed by Bau- 
mann and Oxzlo prior to the 1969 board 
action and remains with the firm. 


Billings says ho received no direct 


monetary gain because the agency and 
not he personally insured tho park dis- 
trict. Ho admits, however, he could use 
the fact Baumann and Ozzle Insured the 
Rolling Meadows Park District to get 
other Insurance contracts. 


The history of the possible conflict of 


interest dates back to the spring of 1969 
when Billings, a new park commissioner, 
was asked to examine the district's in- 
surance coverage. Billings recommended 
o change In the district's insurance pro- 
gram. 


Flics examined two weeks ago in Bil- 


lings' homo contained copies of letters 
dated June 18, 1969, to four insurance 
agencies requesting bids. 


OF THE FOUR letters, two were sent 


to Rolling Meadows insurance agencies; 
one to a Palatine agency and one to an 
Arlington Heights agency. 


Baumann and Dale of Skoklo was the 


only agency out of the Immediate area 
asked to submit a bid and the request 
was apparently mode hi person as no let- 
ter Is on file. 


Three bids on the district's Insurance 


program, including one from Baumann 
and Otzlo, wero received prior to the 
July, 1969, board meeting. At that time 
Billings recommended It would not be to 
the board's advantage to accept the bids 
as presented. He recommended updating 
of the insurance coverage, according to 
the mlnutea. 


In December of 1969 Billings recom- 


mended the park district acquire another 
Insurance agent 


There is no record of new bids being 


requested between the July recommen- 
dation not to accept bids and update the, 
coverage and the December recommen- 
dation to acquire n new insurance agent 
The agent at that time became Baumann 
andOni. 


THE MINUTES of the December 1969 


board meeting state "Commissioner Bil- 
lings stated that as he Is a board mem- 
ber, be naturally could not be an agent In

this transaction. He felt an associate of 
his company could write the policy and, 
as Commissioner Billings would not re- 
ceive any sort of remuneration for this, 
there would be no conflict of interest" 


Robert Casey, board attorney in 1969, 


concurred with Billing's opinion there 
would be no conflict of interest, accord- 
big to tho minutes. 


When contacted recently Casey sold 


the board was awaro Billings had some 
interest in Baumann and Ozzle before the 
insurance contract was awarded. He said 
he decided it would not be a conflict of 
interest because Billings would not shore 
In any proceeds from the earnings of the 
agent who wrote the policy. 


Minutes from the meeting record the 


vote on the action as three ayes, one nay 
and one abstention. No record is avail- 
able of how each commissioner voted. 
Billings said he abstained from the vote 
because he thought there might be a con- 
flict of Interest. 
' 


"PROBABLY IN THE true sense of 


the word I was wrong, but at the time it 
was a savings to the park district," said 
Billings, when'contacted recently. 


Billings explained to 1969 he was a sa- 


laried employe of Baumann and Ozzle 
and received no direct monetary gain 
from the contract. 


In 1971 Baumann and Ozzio became a 


corporation and Billings became a stock 
holding vice president. -Under this or-, 
rangement, he admits he did receive a 
direct monetary gain by having the cor- 
poration handle the insurance for the 
park district. 


Billings said when he was named vice 


president, the insurance policies of the 
district were transferred to Allen T. 
Archer as soon as It became economic- 
ally feasible. He explained that to change 
agents before policies expire would have 
involved a penalty payment by the dis- 
trict. 
• 


TECHNICALLY, George Baumann of 


Baumann and Ozzle was the district's in- 
surance agent from 1969 to 1971. How- 
ever, Steve Person, superintendent of 
parks and recreation, stated Billings was 
In fact the person the .park district often 
contacted about a claim. 


"It was really a good tiling we had Bill 


(Billings) around. Anytime anything 
went wrong .we just gave him a can and 
he would come over and handle U for 
us," said Person. 


A Rolling Meadows citizen's group, 


which recently learned of the 'possible 
conflict of Interest, has discussed taking 
the matter to the Cook County State's 
Attorney hut no action has been taken.

Schaumburg Is a case in point 
Cahill said his department has a total 


of six Inspectors; two electrical, one 
plumbing, and three building. Addition- 
ally, Schaumburg has an assistant build- 
ing commissioner and a plan examiner. 


But Cahill said he is so swamped with 


work he has difficulty handling the ad- 
ministrative end of his office. The reason 
is rather obvious. 


Schaumburg had over $75.5 million in 


construction volume last year, according 
to Bell Savings reports, and through 
July, 1072, already $43.5 million has been 
reported. 


"I'M GOING TO FIGHT for more help. 


I need more inspectors In the field, espe- 
cially another plumbing inspector," Cah- 
ill said. 


Ho also said he needs a secretary to 


handle all the phone calls and paperwork 
he's plagued with. Presently, the depart- 
ment's clerical help is located in the vil- 
lage hall, while the building deportment 
is in the public works building. 


The secretary and clerk in the village

Last year Hoffman Es- 
tales reported just over half the number 
of home starts as Schaumburg. 


Hoffman Estates presently employs 


two full-time general or building in- 
spectors, one part-time electrical in- 
spector, and one part-time plumbing in- 
spector. Schaumburg's staff, including 
the assistant'building commissioner and 
plan examiner, is only about three times 
as large as Hoffman Estates'. 


But Hoffman Estates only reported $3.6 


million construction volume through July 
compared to Schaumburg's $43.5 million. 
Assuming land values are the same and 
difficulty of inspections equal, Schaum- 
burg should employ at least 15 times the 
number of people. 


One factor, magnifies the understaffing 


In Schaumburg. Schaumburg reviews all 
its- own plans. Hoffman Estates reviews 
single-family plans and shopping centers, 
but sends out multiple-family devel- 
opment plans to BOCA for review. 


MOUNT PROSPECT, Elk Grove Vil- 


lage, Palatine, Wheeling, Buffalo Grove, 
and Arlington Heights also send their 
complex plans to BOCA or to an engineer 
hired on retainer.

It quoted a doctor in Germany say- 
Ing that malignant tumors are created 
by fungus and molds which grow on 
many types of foods, including corn, rice, 
bread, jams, Jellies and other common 
foods. Ho claimed that if the housewife 
scraped away the mildew on bread or on 
jam that Invisible fungus spores would 
bo just Inches away and would cause 
trouble. 


I have often scraped mold away from 


bread and then toasted the remainder 
and removed the mold on jams and jel- 
lies. Or I've cut off half a potato or to- 
mato and used the good half. Now I am 
frightened. Is it all that bad. Is the fami- 
ly kitchen such a monster. 


I am also a cheese buff. I buy the best 


because I am a gourmet cook, and I 
know that cheese stores rub off the mold 
and then sell the cheese. If It's so bod, 


the cheese stores certainly need super- 
vision. 


Dear Reader — If the only cause for 


cancers were mold and fungus, these dis- 
eases would have been cured or pre- 
vented long ago. Let me remind you that 
life-saving penicillin was obtained from 
the mold on bread. I don't advocate eat- 
ing mold or fungi (unless you're talking 
about mushrooms which are giant fungi) 
but I'm afraid that you've read an exag- 
gerated report that is not accepted by 
the medical scientific community. In oth- 
er words, it's more of a scare article 
than an article dealing with established 
facts. 


Excessive ingestion of yeast can some- 


times cause some problems with diges- 
tion but other than that there isn't real 
proof that eating foods that have had the 
mold removed will cause any difficulties, 
and even that problem Is relatively rare.

phone number is now available in the 
Northwest suburban area. The number, 
255-7512, is toll free for much of the area. 
It is an Arlington Heights exchange. 


The number should be used by anyone 


wanting social security information or 
who is interested in applying for benefits. 
Persons already entitled to benefits can 
also call 255-7512 to report changes of ad- 
dress, stop and start work notices, 
changes In earnings, and any other fac- 
tors which affect their benefits, including 
questions about filing for Medicare pay- 
ments. 


Previously, local residents had to 


moke a toll call to Chicago for such ser- 
vice and information. However, because 


of the confusion caused by that number 
and the tolls for individuals calling, the 
Social Secuirty administration recently 
acquired the new number. 


Most social security questions can be 


answered over the phone. As a result, 
the 
Social Security Administration 


opened a Social Security Service Center 
in July, 1971, to handle telephone in- 
quiries and reports. 


Instead of taking time off from work 


and driving to the local social security 
office, an individual can pick up the 
phone and call. If he does need to visit 
his local office, he should call 255-7512 
first to find out what information he will 
need. This can eliminate the unnecessary 
second trip.

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'Vom Big Jet Airplanes 


by JAMES VESELY 


A now hazard of the jet age — dam- 


aging winds caused by the new wide-bod- 
led Jets — la causing concern among 
aviation officials even though there Is al- 
most nothing they can do about it 


A recently released report by the Na- 


tional Transportation Safety Board points 
up the hazard of Jet blast, particularly 
the dangers caused by the huge three 
and four englncd jumbos such as the 
Boeing 747, the McDonald Douglas DC-ID 
and the Lockheed LC-1011. 


The 747 began landing at Jetports about 


two years ago while the DC-10 has been 
In service for more than a year and the 
1011 leu than a year. 


Within that time, the safety board re- 


ports, serious accidents causing death 
and extensive property damage have oc- 
curred from the near cyclonic winds 
caused by the big Jets. 


So strong nro the winds developed by 


the new planes that the federal agency 
has compared the power of a 747 at take- 
off to the thrust developed by a Delta 
rocket, the type used to launch commu- 
nications satellites into orbit. 


A JUMBO JET caused the death of a 


ground mechanic who was caught by a 
plane's winds and thrown ISO feet. 


In another coeo, three airline steward- 


esses were hospitalized after the win- 
dows of an air terminal wore blown to by 
jot exhaust and onto the table where they 
were eating lunch. 


At another airport, a guard at a con- 


struction site was blown more than 60 
feet and suffered lacerations and bruises 
when a jumbo jet turned and directed Its 
winds in his direction. 


In most cases pilots of the aircraft 


were unaware of any damage caused by 
their maneuvers on the ground. Given 
the present size of most airports, there is 
probably Uttlo the pilot can do when 
forced to bring his jumbo jet to a desig- 
nated ramp or taxi area. 


Hero are the types of winds ground 


crews and bystanders are confronting 
when a wide-bodied jet toxics or takes 
off: 


For a throe-cnglncd croft such as the 


DC-10, winds of 75 miles per hour are 
generated SO feet behind the tall while 
the engines are Idling. At breakaway, 
when the piano is rolling forward, winds 
nro 75 miles per hour 200 feet behind the 
tall. And at takeoff when tho plane is at 
maximum power, winds of 200 m.p.h. ex- 
ist 150 feet behind tho toll, 75 m.p.h. 500 
feet behind, and still as much as 35 
m.p.h. 1,100 feet behind the aircraft. 


FOR THE BIG four engine jumbos 


such as tho 747, the wind velocities are 
even higher. 


At Idle, tho 747 produces 35 m.p.h. 


winds 200 feet behind tho tall. At break- 


.away, winds of 65 m.pJi. exist 200 feet 
behind and at takeoff, winds as high as 
100 m.p.h. are generated 275 feet behind 
the tail Even at 1,600 feet behind the tall 
of a 747 at takeoff, winds of 50 m.p.h. 
exist • 
/ . . ' . . . 
. Obviously, one answer to the. problem 
of wind damage is ground crews, pilots 
and passengers .who are aware of the 
dangers and so alert to them. The Trans- 
portation Safety Board makes as one of 
its' recommendations greater awareness 
on everyone's port 


But the board also points out that air- 


port designers .will have to accommodate 
themselves to the Idea of high velocity 
winds coming from aircraft turning or 
simply Idling next to buildings or walk- 
ways. 


To members of the aircraft industry, 


the problem Is well known but equally 
frustrating. 


Marvin Wltlock, senior vice president 


of Maintenance Operations for United 
Air Lines, said one of the frustrations is 
the demands of the passengers. • 


"When jets first came to commercial 


airports we had passenger lounges and 
cntrancewnys built with no windows at 
all But we found passengers would go 
upstairs to look at the airplane and then 
rush down at the last minute to get 
aboard. 


"THERE SEEMS TO BE some psy- 


chological need for.people to look at the 
airplane they will fly in and they will not 
board it directly from behind a brick 
wall. 


"The result is stronger windows and 


different ways of boarding the air- 
planes." 


Although the safety board's report does 


not specify which airports suffered dam- 
ago or Injured employes duo to the big 
Jets, it is only largo metropolitan air- 
ports such as O'Hare which can handle 
aircraft of that size. 
. 
v 
Tho board's report is very specific, 


however, in detailing the some 40 acci- 
dents which have occurred when wide- 
bodied jets tangle — even at a distance 
—with small private airplanes. 


Reports of small planes being flipped 


over, receiving damaging blows from 
high winds or being crippled during 
flight aro documented by the board's re- 
port. Once again, the safety board urges 
pilot awareness of the jot's power to 
avert accidents. 


Based on the safety board's report, it 


appears almost everything conspires to 
make tho jumbo jets potentially more 
hazardous. Although the new big jets 
move some 300 per cent more air per 
second than earlier jets such as the DC- 
8, the exhaust is cleaner and virtually 
invisible, thus making tho approaching 
dangerous winds difficult to detect

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Behind The Scenes But Vital 


THEY'RE OUT OF the limelight They 


almost never got their names into print 
or on the public address. Most of the 
time, fans don't even give them a 
thought 


They don't mind because they're not 


working for headlines. In fact, it's just 
tho opposite. Yet, despite the lack of at- 
tention for them, their services are vital - 
to every athletic team. 


Who are they? 
Trainers. Those guys i» white uniforms 


with black bags who are always there, at 
every football and basketball game, 
ready to spring to the aid of a fallen 
victim at any moment with no warning. 


You hardly ever notice them ... un- 


less misfortune does strike. Then you'll 
see thorn bent over the wounded, having 
to think and act quickly. 


They're like referees in one sense — 


tho less they're noticed, the better. But 
without them there could be none of the 
athletic programs which are such a valu- 
able part of our schools' curriculum*. 


Like many fans, I knew little about 


what trainers think and do routinely until 
talking with a couple of them. They're 
among tho best on the local prep scene 
— one a seasoned veteran, the other a 
young up-and-comor. The former is Jim 
Shechan of Arlington, tho latter Ron 
Freeman of Forest View. 


Sheehan la In his 20th year of training, 


his loth at Arlington. He started as • 
basketball and track coach and got Into 
training at the University of Colorado. 
Eventually, a conflict of Interests no 
longer allowed him enough time to coach 
loo. He has taught history throughout his 
career. 


Freeman began training eight years 


ago as a senior hi high school This is 
only his second year at Forest View but 
his fine background Includes having 
trained for the college football all-stars 
in their annual battle with the profes- 
sional champions. Freeman formerly 
taught at Northwestern U. and teaches. 
physical education and first aid at Forest 
View. 


Like all prep trainers, these men gen- 


erously donate many hours of their own 
time each week to help kids. Training is 
an extra-curricular activity, but they 
must be on hand from well before every 
practice until well after — as well as for 
all varsity games. Tho same Is true for 
student trainers. 


Preparing boys to play is the major 


part of their task. Not that Injury treat- 
ments aren't awfully important too). But 
as Freeman said, "Our number one goal 
is definitely to prevent Injuries. We do it 
by padding, taping and having coaches 
put kids through exercises to strengthen 
specific ports of their bodies. 


"For Instance, we keep records on ev- 


ery Injury and treatment. It there Is a 
rash of knee Injuries, we work harder on 
building up legs. In the last few years 
coaches have been teaching boys to hit 
with their heads — which is fine if they 
tin It right. But sometimes they don't, so 
we've been having more head Injuries la 
recent years where It used to be shoulder 
injuries. Now we have special neck ex- 
ercises." 


A good number of injuries con be 


avoided with tho right preparation. Shee- 
han soys, "Wo try to get all the varsity 
kids to lake their ankles before every 
game in football and basketball. We help 
them with individual problems. Then we. 
have special preparation for chronic In- 
juries so they won't recur. There are 
usualy 10 or 12 of those on every team." 


As Freeman points out, "Because of 


tho nature of football, you're always go- 
ing to have Injuries, no matter what But 
there ore a lot less If you do the right 
things. Since I'vo been here (a season 
and o half), we've only lost one kid be- 
cause of a certain Injury — Rick Mlrro 
this year because of a knee. I'm sure it's 
because we get kids completely ready to 
play that wo haven't had more." 


Shechan said that of all Arlington foot- 


ball squads on all levels — perhaps 200 
boys In all — on average of only about 
three boys a year are hurt seriously 
enough to miss the rest'of tho season. 
Ono and a half per cent Isn't bad. 


The two feel, as every trainer probably 


docs, that conditioning Is Invaluable la 


Stealer Wheeler 


Whoever said that good defense is 


sometimes tho best offense must have 
known Big Ten-crs Coots Cunningham, 
Clark Saucr and Buell Hutchlnson per- 
sonally. 


This trio's speciality was Intercepting 


passes and then adding electrifying run- 
backs. Saucr, during his two-year stint 
with Chicago, pilfered a pass against 
Northwestern on October 22, 1910 and 
scampered 105 yards with it. Proving It 
was no fluke, Sauer returned one year 
later and snagged an Indiana aerial and 
duplicated the incredible 105-yard Jaunt 


Cunningham earned his way into the 


record book with still another 105-yard 
Interception against Purdue in 1907 and 
just a week later returned one for 100 
yards against Illinois. 


Hutchlnson provided all of his heroics 


In a single game against Northwestern in 
1919. Ills initial steal went for 103 yards 
while he later picked off a NU throw and 
scampered 100 yards later in the contest. 


keeping everyone healthy and Intact. 
"We take pride to it here (at Arlington) 
and It' ssometblng Mr. (Bob) Walther al- 
ways stresses," say sSheehaa. 


"That's the whole key," says Freeman 


of conditioning. "The relationship be- 
tween the coaches and trainer helps 
here. I think it's one reason we've been 
so successful the last two years." 


Neither Sheehan nor Freeman feels In- 


Juries have become any more severe or 
frequent in recent years in high school 
ball as they have in the pros — even 
though players may be getting bigger 
and faster all the time. Sheehan sug- 
gested that "physicians may be more 
cautious than a few years ago." 


Freeman said that injuries may "In- 


crease in some areas but decrease in 
others. It depends on bow coaching tech- 
niques and equipment change." 


What do these men get out of training 


for all they put Into It?

"The 
association with kids and 


coaches, and seeing the good things that 
come out of sports" is what makes it all 
worthwhile to Sheehan. 


Freeman added that "my greatest sat- 


isfaction is helping a kid get back to 100 
per cent after he has been hurt This is 
part of our Job. We want to help guys all 
we can, not just push them aside and 
ignore them if they're too Injured to play 
— which they actually do at some 
schools. It's unbelievable how many you 
can bring completely back after you 
think they're done." 


He summed up the whole business by 


saying. "We (trainers) work behind the- 
scenes but there's no one more important 
to the team."

Ruth hit his 60th home run' 'off pitcher 
Tom Zachary of the Washington Sena- 
tors.

But who remembers Bennle Tate, the 


Senators' catcher of that day 43 years 
ago, on Sept 30,1927? 


Bennett "Bcnnic" Tate doesn't remem- 


ber the pitch he called for or whatever It 
was that Zachary threw. It never 
reached his .mitt, but he remembers 
clearly whore it would up. 
t"It went about half way up In the 
rightflcld stands. It would have been a 
homo run anywhere," Tate said. 


The place was Yankee Stadium. On the 


mound for the Washington Senators'was 
Zachary, a southpaw, and behind the 
plate was Tato. The man in between with 
the menacing bat was George Herman 
"Babe" Ruth and the shot be hit was his 
60th home run of tho season. 


That record still stands for a 154-gnme 


season, although Roger Marls of the 
Yanks.clouted 61 in 1961 in an expanded 
season. 


"We didn't think too much about it at 


the time," said Tate. "Wo thought ho 
would probably beat 60 later." 


After all, hitting homers was not un- 


common to Babe. He hit 54 hi 1820,59 In 
1921, 41 In 1923, 46 in 1924 and 47 in 1926. 
After 1927, ho hit 54 in 1928, 46 in 1929,49 
in 1930 and tied teammate'Lou Gehrlg 
with 4B in 1031. 


"Wo usually tried to crowd Babe and 


then come back outsldo with a breaking 
ball," said Tate. "Zachary had a good 
breaking knuckloball. 


"I would estimate that Babe would hit 


15 to 20 more home runs a year with 
today's ball. He didn't hit too many 
cheap shots. But I remember one year 
near the end of tho season when he was 
contending for the batting title and the 
third baseman was playing in. Babe was

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Herald Editorials 
Let's Review 
Punishment 


No ono enjoys the idea of dis- 


ciplining students, but, one way or 
another, public schools must occa- 
sionally carry the responsibility of 
applying corporal punishment to 
maintain order. 


More Important than the Issue of 


whether a school administrator 
should apply a judicious whack 
when necessary to a hell-raising 
student is the question of estab- 
lishing a workable procedure to 
keep students in line in school. 


As long as education exists, there 


are going to bo discipline prob- 
lems. When 30 or 40 children arc 
placed together in classrooms for 
an extended period of time, even 
the best teachers will admit that 
discipline can occasionally be a 
problem. 


There must bo discipline — and 


control. At the same time, how- 
ever, anger is not synonymous with 
effective discipline. What's needed 
is a system of discipline which both 
'singles out the serious trouble- 
maker for discipline and at the 
same time allows school officials to 
consider rationally what they're 
doing. 


The cose of John Fender, an Ar- 


lington Heights Dist. 25 teacher ac- 
cused of striking repeatedly a stu- 
dent, brings up the point. Although 
Fender was 
acquitted 
of 
the 


charges, the case docs bring to the 
forefront the discipline question. 


Indeed, the Arlington Teachers 


Association (ATA), the organiza- 
tion of which Fender is still presi- 
dent, states that "corporal punish- 
ment" needs more of a definition 
within the district. 


We agree, and its essential that 


in Dist. 25, as in other districts, a 
system should be set up so that 
only the 'most serious cases reach 
the point where corporal punish- 
ment is considered. 


Two years ago in Dist. 25, coun- 


selors were let go when a referen- 
dum failed. A spokesman for the' 
ATA suggested that hiring back 
such persons to apply discipline 
might be a good idea. 


It is, and so are other procedures 


to allow punishment, when neces- 
sary, to be used. 


But swatting a child on the rear 


end is not the entire issue. Rather, 
administrators should look at other 
forms of punishment, too, such as 
school work on weekends, as pos- 
sible methods of disciplining diffi- 
cult students. Strong corporal pun- 
ishment should only be viewed as a 
last resort. 


Discipline, 
however, 
belongs 


mainly in the home — and the 
more the schools can relate to par- 
ents when discipline problems crop 
up, the easier it will be to maintain 
discipline in the classrooms. 


If a child considers misbehaving, 


and the threat of having his par- 
ents called into the picture, lingers 
in -the background, it would seem 
that would serve as a deterrent to 
much youthful misbehavior. 


The Dist. 25 board will consider 


the entire discipline problem at its 
Oct. 26 meeting. We.don't expect 
them to have the definitive answer 
at that time, and we certainly don't 
have the solution to all discipline 
problems. But let's look at the 
problem. 


Car Buyer's Dilemma 


Automotive and safety experts 


have long known that big cars are 
safer than little cars. That is, when 
a big car collides with a little one, 
the latter has much the worst of it. 


One concerned dealer, Dewey 


Ray of Big Spring, Tex., has 
stopped selling compacts and sub- 
compacts entirely. He went so far 
as to buy a half-hour of time on a 
television station to show a film 
which vividly records the results of 
collisions between small cars and 
standard sized. He reports that 
several people told him they had 
decided against buying a small car 
after seeing the film. 


All of which could in the long run 


bo good news for the automakers 
(big cars have a higher profit mar- 
gin than little cars). But it leaves 
the car-buying public in somewhat 
of a quandary. 


On the one hand, environmental- 


ists favor small cars because they 
consume fewer resources to manu- 
facture and less fuel to operate. 
They also emit less pollution Into 


the atmosphere and add less to 
traffic congestion. 


On the other hand is the question 


of safety. But many people neither 
want nor can afford large cars. 


The best solution, from both an 


environmental and conservation 
standpoint, would seem to be to en- 
courage everyone to drive small 
cars. Yet this would still leave the 
problem of the swelling number of 
trucks, which have a clear collision 
advantage over everything. 


Maybe we should all just drive 


tanks. 


In all seriousness, the small car 


vs. large car situation points up the 
fact that complete highway safety 
is something that will always elude 
us. "Crash-worthiness" may very 
well weigh heavily in the,minds of 
some people when they select a 
more hazard that could but prob- 
car. Others will accept it as one 
ably won't affect them and will be 
swayed by other factors, such as 
economy.

included a well-documented letter from

pany, outlining the safety of malathlon. 
As an informed layman in this area I 
applaud Mr. Stephenson's retort to some 
of the uninformed comments concerning 
this and other pesticides. 


I am a relatively, new resident of Pala- 


tine — moving here this summer from 
Dallas, Texas. About five years ago Dal- 
las was aerially sprayed with malathlon 
to combat the unusually large mosquito 
population brought on by heavy rains. 
Some of these mosquitos carried the St. 
Louis type of encephalitis, and infected 
literally hundreds of people; more than 
sixty died as a direct result of' virus-in- 
ducing bites. Some who were infected did 
not die — they live as vegetables. 


As a former hospital administrator at 


the major teaching hospital hi Dallas I 
saw first hand what one mosquito bite 
can do. I also saw how relatively harm- 
less malathion is to people while it kills 
mosquitos. One morning a crewman 
around the spray planes was accidently 
doused with concentrated malathion and

Social Security Accounts 
Should Be Checked; CPA 
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NEW YORK (UPI) - The 200 univer- 


sity business schools In America are fac- 
ing problems in 'the years immediately 
ahead that many of their administrators 
barely understand. 


Tho demands on them will be terrific, 


according to President Robert G. Cox of 
Lincoln National Bank & Trust Co. of 
New York and Dr. Andrew F. Brimmer, 
a member of tho Federal Reserve Board. 
They will have to turn out managers 
ready to take top responsibility at a 
younger ago than is customary, and 
these managers will have to be more 
flexible, more general in outlook and 
more Innovative. 


Conclusions of the two experts are pre- 


sented In two articles in tho Wharton 
Quarterly published by the University of 
Pennsylvania's business school 
> 


Brimmer deals with the long-term de- 


mand for executives in all sections of the 
American economy, while Cox discusses 
tho problems the university business 
schools are up against In meeting these 
demands. 


COX POINTS OUT that with few ex- 


ceptions, university business schools are 
now only about 20 years old, yot already 
they are caught up In many of the 
shackles of tho academic world and the 
faculty tenure system. 


Cox says university business courses at 


best often have been overspedallzed, 
turning out accountants, money man- 
agers, marketing men, real estate men 
or insurance men rather than executives 


prepared to undertake broad assign- 
ments. • Moreover, says Cox, many 
courses offered in graduate business 
schools are identical with courses offered 
at the undergraduate level, so the MBA 
degree frequently doesn't mean what it 
should. 


The New York banker also said it is 


impossible to set standards in business 
school courses as In the sciences and 
humanities. Business changes too fast.' 
Cox cited studies sponsored by the Car- 
negie Fund and tho Ford Foundation to 
back up his views. 


FINALLY, HE SAID, faculty tenure, 


"so valuable in the rest of the academic 
world, can almost defeat the purpose, of 
tho business school because "it has the 
unfortunate side effect of protecting aca- 
demic Inadequacy and obsolescence." 


He said the only practical solution to 


tho tenure problem would be some form 
of "mandatory sabbatical leave," com- 
pelling the tenured professor to engage 
hi periodic activities to rekindle himself 
toward a more dynamic approach to his 
Job. 


Brimmer warned business school stu- 


dents the opportunities for self-employ- 
ment will diminish in the years ahead 
and the mix In executive demand will 
change somewhat 


He sold about 11 million managers — 


one million more than at present — will 
be needed In 1980, but this will be a 
slightly smaller percentage of ail em- 
ployed persons than the present level. 


Although Social Security taxes takev5.2 


per cent of the first $9,000 of all wages 
and salaries (plus employers' matching 
contribution;), few of the tens of millions 
of persons affected ever bother to make 
sure that this money set aside for their 
future has been credited to their account. 


There are several reasons for checking 


periodically on one's Social Security ac- 
count, according to Glenn Ingram Jr., 
president, Illinois CPA Society. 
' One Is that the Social Security system 
is a mammoth operation involving ap- 
proximately 200 million records, in which 
occasional errors are Inevitable. If such 


errors go undetected for more than 39% 
months they may not be correctible; 
amounts that should have been credited 
to an account are lost, with possible ad- 
verse effects on the benefits that will be 
paid in the future. The danger of error is 
even more likely where people change 
jobs frequently. 


The Social Security Administration rec- 


ommends that persons paying Social Se- 
curity taxes check on their accounts ev- 
ery three years using the form OAR-7004. 
The address of the nearest Social Secur- 
ity office may be found in the telephone 
directory, under U.S. Government. 


Travelers Find Taxes Vary 


Summer sojourners vacationing around 


the country are discovering that when 
they packed their bags, they put in an 
item they may not have been aware of — 
state sales, cigarette and gasoline taxes, 
notes Commerce Clearing House (CCH). 


In the case of cigarette and gasoline 


taxes, the state rates are on top of an 
B-ccnt-a pack federal cigarette tax and a 
4-ccnt-a-gallon federal gasoline levy as 
well as similar levies, including sales 
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taxes, Imposed by hundreds of cities and 
hamlets across the nation. 


FORTY-FIVE STATES and tho Dis- 


trict of Columbia levy general sales and 
use taxes with rates ranging from 2 per 
cent In Indiana and Oklahoma to 7 per 
cent in Connecticut. 


Whilo tho rate Increase pace has been 


slow so far this year, the prudent va- 
cationer will beware of tho local or spe- 
cial levies imposed in many locales. 


On the state front, Connecticut reached 


tho top by boosting its rate from 6.5 per 
cent, and Tennessee decided to extend its 
Increased 3.5 per cent rate to next Juno 
30 when it Is slated to revert to 3 per 
cent. 


CIGARETTE SMOKERS have long 


been favorite legislative targets, and 1972 
proves no different, CCH said. So far this 
year, Idaho upped its tax per pack of 
twenty from 7 to 9 cents, Mississippi 
went from 9 to 11 cents, effective July l, 
1973, Now Jersey leaps from 14 to 19 
cents; New York upped Its rale 3 cents 
to IS cents and Oregon went from 4 to 9 
cents per pack. Connecticut has the high- 
est state rate in the nation at 21 cents a 
pack. 


Smokers wishing to avoid high tax rate 


areas would do well to head for North 
Carolina with its 2 cent tax rate or Vir- 
ginia with its 2.5 cent rate, CCH sold. 


IF THE VACATIONER spends much 


of his time motoring the nation's high- 
ways, he might do well to head for Texas 
where he'll find one of the lowest gaso- 
line tax rates in the nation — 5 cents a 
gallon.

Make your retirement home in Mexi- 


co? The idea obviously appeals to many, 
since an estimated 50,000 Americans 
have migrated south of the border, either 
as permanent residents or the so-called 
"snowbirds" who whiter there. 


Yet an unusually candid book, just 


published by a long-time American resi- 
dent, while cataloguing the many advan- 
tages 'and delights of living in Mexico, 
warns that it may not be your dish of 
tea. It takes a certain type of person to 
enjoy living hi a country that's "still a 
very foreign place," author Carl D. Ross 
observes, and his book should help In de- 
ciding whether you're such a person. 


Mexico's principal attraction to the re- 


tiree, he says, is not the low cost of liv- 
ing but its climate and the easier, more 
relaxed way of life. There's a climate to 
suit any taste: cool, warm or hot — 
mountains, lake or tropical seashore. 


Living costs In Mexico City and north- 


ern border areas are little lower than in 
the United States. The average rent paid 
by retired couples in Mexico City, Ross 
reports, is about $200 a month. It aver- 
ages $150 In Guadalajara, the second 
largest city, where there's a large Amer- 
ican colony. But hi small towns in (he 
Ulterior, a "quite livable house" can be 
rented for $40 a month, and $150 will put 
you hi near luxury. 


A LIVE-IN maid gets $30 to $60 a 


month. The services of a day-woman or 
houscboy cost $2 to $3 a day. 


One Indication of living costs is the 


amount of assured Income required of 
permanent residents. At present it's $240 
a month for a single person, $80 addition- 
al for each dependent. This requirement 
of $320 per couple can be satisfied with 
proof of Social Security or pension bene- 
fits, or income from investments. 


Another way to meet the requirement 


is to deposit enough to cover five years 


until August 13 when a new 7-cent-a gal- 
lon rate became effective. 


Also pepping up their petrol rate so far 


this year are Kentucky, Maryland and 
Virginia — from 7 to 9 cents a gallon; 
Idaho, 7 to 8.5 cents; New York, South 
Carolina and New Jersey, 7 to 8 cents; 
and Mississippi, 8 to 9 cents a gallon, 
effective July 1,1973. 


Connecticut and Maul County, Hawaii, 


still have the highest gasoline tax rate in 
the nation at 10 cents a gallon. 


residency ($14,400 for th selngle retired) 
hi a private or government Mexican 
bank. You receive your $240 a month 
and, currently, 7.9 per cent annual Inter- 
est, net after tax, on the declining bal- 
ance. 


Better yet, for those with the capital, 


invest it in a "financiera," suggests 
Ross, who's headed an investment-coun- 
sel firm in Mexico for the past two dec- 
ades. Banks that finance small business, 
the financleras currently pay 10.5 per 
cent net, on five-year deposits. With 
about $30,000 on deposit, you'd receive 
your $240 a month and still have your 
capital at the end of five years. 


WITHOUT MEETING any income re- 


quirements, you can stay in Mexico for 
as long as 180 days on an easily-procured 
tourist card. (You can then leave and 
immediately re-enter on a new card.) 
Ross strongly advises preliminary test- 
ing of life in Mexico, on this temporary 
basis, before making long-range com- 
mitments. 


By satisfying the income requirement 


you become an immlgrantc rcntlsta, with 
some of the rights of Mexican citizenship 
— and after five years of this status you 
con be promoted to inmlgrado, a per- 
manent resident with nearly all rights of 
citizenship, without loss of U.S. rights. 


Anyone who thinks retirement in Mexi- 


co might be appealing should find many 
questions answered in this $50-page book, 
"Learn How You Can Invest or Retire in 
Mexico." But there's one question it 
doesn't answer] there's no price shown 
on it. 


Presumably one has to inquire of the 


publisher: Inversiones Alba S.A., Re- 
fonrm 336, Mexico 6 D.F. As it says in 
the book, you find they're more relaxed 
about things in Mexico.

Your reporter (Wnndalyn 
Rico) has without a doubt not seen the 
conditions at Forest View that our young 
people and teachers are expected to live 
with — unsafe and unsanitary conditions, 
where portions of the roof are gone — 
broken windows still in the frames — wa- 
ter from frequent rainstorms since July 
15 still sit in the gyms — no P.E. classes 
held inside of the school — girls having 
to find other places In the school to dress 
because they have lost thoir locker room 
completely — all remaining locker rooms 
flood with each new rainfall. 


Our anger was that there were too 


many delays and the repairs that were 
supposed to be done were not getting 
done, not at the members of our Dlst. 
board. Why? Some answers, is what wo 
wanted from the board. Why? Didn't 
they know it was not being done? What 
was the board going to do to correct this 
situation? 


After a lengthy explanation, a board 


member admitted that maybe there were 
too many delays. The board also admit- 
ted the contractor was not performing to 
the point of considering replacing them 
with someone who could get the repairs 
done. None of us can livo on past per- 
formances, but your reporter is willing to 
do just that with this contractor. 


Asst. Supt. Weber was aware, so ho 


said that things were not going along 
well. He made no effort to let the rest of 
tho Board know about this till wo' let 
them know. 


Supt. Gilbert at this point assured the 


parents ho would personally look Into 
this situation. We were pleased. We 
wanted action which he promised, before 
one of our young people Is seriously In- 
jured, then it's too late. 


Sure, forty upset parents get loud to

The Board had had to re- 
place two gym floors once before be-

Tho Browns oro temporarily left home- 


less every time It rains. Their dirt floor 
basement apartment Intermittently gets 
flooded out. For this, they pay $100 a 
month In rent. 


Under the law they have the right to 


prosecute their landlord for refusing to 
make • repairs. But tho Browns are 
afraid. They realize it would result in an 
eviction notice and tho Browns have no- 
whcro else to go. 


A young husband out of work and his 


pregnant wife must live In their broken 
down car for four days before they find 
shelter elsewhere. 


Three families reside in a garage that 


has been subdivided Into three apart- 
ments. Indoor plumbing? That's a joke. 


In tho northwest suburbs housing. Is 


decidedly the largest problem the poor 
must confront. 


In November of 1069, three children 


lost their lives when the shack in which 
they were residing burned to the ground. 
Embarrassing to tho public, tho tragic 
Incident pointed out a widespread neglect 
of housing needs for low and moderate 
Income families residing in the northwest 
suburban area. 


ACTION WAS quickly taken. Tho eye- 


sores disappeared when similar shacks 
were torn down to prevent other such fa- 
talities from occurring. Yet the housing 
shortage only magnified Itself. Shelter 
for persons once residing in the shacks 
was then completely gone. 


A suggestion to bring in mobile homes 


to shelter families left homeless struck 
fear in many of tho well-to-do residents 
who in all good faith said, "I'm all for 
helping these people, but I don't want 
trailers in my part of town." 


Today most of tho shacks are gone. 


Yet largely Inadequate living conditions 
still exist 


Other plans for low cost housing devel- 


opments have met with the same nega- 
tive attitudes expressed when the first 
trailer pork was proposed. 


"When substandard housing Is found, 


the solution is to burn it down without 
seeking a substitute. Tho only other di- 
rection the poor can take is to spend over 
half of their income on rent," said Karen 
Stanley, former director of the North- 
west Opportunity Center and now'task 
force director on Spanish-speaking af- 
fairs for tho Cook County branch of OEO 
(Office of Economic Opportunity.) 


JEANNIE amiSTOPHEn. housing 


•counselor for Northwest Opportunity 
Center, disclosed that within the year she 
has been employed by the agency,, she 
has i handled at least six emergencies 
where an eviction notice was pending 
and the family had absolutely no place to 
go. 


"The closest thing we have to low in- 


come housing right now is the older 
homes," said Miss Christopher. "But 
they arc also the first to go and are 
rapidly being torn down." 


Currently Miss Christopher has on file 


217 housing applications with no answers 
for any of tho families. 


"They know themselves it's -futile," 


she said. "If they have more than two 
children they ore hard to place. What 
can I tell a man who Is 'taking homo $80 
o week and has four children?" 


Tho Romeros reside in a three-bed- 


room home in Des Plalnes for which they 
pay $180 monthly. They searched a long 
time to find something both adequate 
and within their means. Juan Romero 
now works in construction. While still a 
seasonal Job, it pays a great deal more 
than ho earned while employed by a nur- 
sery. 


THE IIOMEROS have six children. Yet 


tho house In DCS Plalnes is also homo for 
Mrs. Romero's sister, her husband and 
two infants who recently moved hero 
from Mexico. They are unable to find a 
place of their own they can afford. Beds 
have been set up in the dining room to 
accommodate the overflow of people. ' 


"Overcrowding Is not so much a part 


of tho culture of tho Mexican Americans 
as being able to pay the rent," said 
Jcannie Christopher. "Sometimes as 
many as three to four families must 
double up." 


• There arc 19 children and three sets of 
parents living together in one three-bed- 
room homo in Arlington Heights. 


Yet even more discouraging, many of 


the homes the chlcanos can afford are 
refused to them. 


"Tho house is available until they ap- 


ply," continued 'Miss Christopher. "Then 
they are told It has already been rented. 
Or sometimes a real estate agency will 
say they can't find the keys." • 


BUYING A HOME Is next'to Impos- 


sible for tho poor who sometimes cannot 
even scrape enough money together at 
one time for a rental deposit. They turn 
to motels which offer weekly rates. 


One such place in the area rents a liv- 


ing and dining area, one small kitch- 
enette (no stove) and a small bedroom 
for $35 a week. 
• In the eight years that the Olsons have 
resided in the area, they have been 


forced to move a number of times. With 
nine children, aged 2 to 16, it has been 
exceedingly difficult to find a houso both 
large and cheap enough. Most recently 
they moved because the home in which 
they had been living was torn down. 


They are happy with their new house. 


The Olsons pay $250 monthly — too ex- 
pensive for'their Income — but they off- 
set the total cost by renting out the up-, 
stairs to a young couple. 


There is no guarantee that their pre- 


sent home won't also be~torn down since 
it Is old and in an area that is being 
rezoned for business. But the landlord, 
an exception to the rule, maintains the 
house and.has promised to find the Ol- 
sons a new place to live if he does decide 
to sell out. 


EVEN BASEMENT apartments with- 


out running water somtimes rent* for as 
much as $150 monthly in the suburbs. 


The poor, particularly the chicanes 


who, on top;of all their other problems, 
are often shackled with a language bar- 
rier, seldom complain. 


There just aren't enough alternatives. 


Substandard housing, no matter how ap- 
palling, at least means a roof over their 
heads. For many, the poor living condi- 
tions are still better than what they have 
been used to in the past.. 


Yet with rents in the area continuing 


to increase, the overall picture becomes 
even more discouraging. 


In working with those who have hous- 


ing problems, Jeannie Christopher ad- 
vises the families of their legal rights. 
Many of the eviction notices are unwar- 
ranted and could be fought In court. 


"BUT THEY ARE frightened and 


would rather run," said Miss Christ- 
opher. To alter this reaction she has 
helped to organize PAL (People Action 
League), a group of poor persons who 
through numbers can have more lever- 
age in dealing with some of their prob- 
lems. 


For low income families, the subject of 


low cost housing has become just empty 
promises. 


"The poor have a very pessimistic atti- 


tude when low income housing is brought 
up," said Miss Christopher. "When they 
keep getting pushed down, it's very diffi- 
cult to bounce back." 


"And the chlcanos have lost faith that 


they would even be accommodated if low 
income housing were built," added Ka- 
ren Stanley. "Other Chicago minority 
groups are organized. The blacks don't 
get. They demand. But the chlcanos, at 
least the ones residing in this area, feel 
the rest of society looking down on 
them."

Dear Dorothy: My mother-in-law and I 


were discussing her imminent move to 
an apartment and in the course of con- 
versation got around to what to do with a 
huge cabinet full of spices had herbs, 
some of which had never been opened.

Resolution Is 
Expected Tonight 


The Elk Grovo Board of Trustees is 


expected to pass a resolution tonight ap- 
plying for federal designation as a flood 
prono area so residents can purchase 
flood Insurance at reduced rates. 
• 


Before property owners In the village 


can buy the Insurance, sponsored by (ho 
U.S. Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD), the village must 
file an application for participation with 
HUD and the Illinois Department of Lo- 
cal Governmental Affairs. To qualify the 
village must prove It Is taking steps to 
minimize flooding problems. 


After the village receives notice of ap- 


proval, property owners can buy flood In- 
surance through their local insurance 
brokers. State Farm Insurance Co. Is the 
designated underwriter for flood Insur- 
ance policies In Illinois, but any licensed 
broker can sell the flood Insurance. 


Coverage Is extended to both residen- 


tial and small business structures. 


VILLAGE MGR Charles Willis said 


last week the staff looked into the possi- 
bility of the village qualifying for the in- 
surance a year ago. However at that 
time the premium was so high as to be 
prohibitive, ho said. 


"The premiums now appear to be 


down and In range so that an individual 
property user can afford it," he said.' 


Willis recommended the village join 


the program and said the National Flood 
Insurance Program was consistent .with 
the village's comprehensive plan*and 
flood plain ordinance and the Upper Salt 
Creek Watershed project. 


Under the Insurance program, single- 


family homeowners can Insure their 


houses for up to 117,500 and the contents 
to $3,000 against flood damages. Rates 
range from 40 to 60 cents per $100 cov- 
eragei 


One insurance spokesman said Hood- 


ing- as defined by the program,,was the 
"general Inundation of an area." He sold 
water, coming in through a backcd-up 
sewer or sump pump drain would not be 
covered by the insurance, but if the wa- 
ter was pouring in through the basement 
window the Insurance would cover the 
losses. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS, Palatine and

High School Salary Talks Resijme

Negotiators for the High School Dist. 


214 Board and teachers will return to the 
bargaining table today for the first time 
since May in an effort to agree on a 1972- 
73 teachers salary contract. 


The two sides have scheduled a closed 


meeting at 8 p.m. in the administration 
building, 799 W. Kensington Rd., Mount 
Prospect. They will discuss the recom- 
mendations'contained in'a report sub- 
mitted last week by a team of fact-find- 
ers. 
, 
. 


Bargaining between the board and 


teachers broke off May 17 after the 
teachers rejected a settlement proposed 
by a mediator. At that time, the two 
sides called in a fact-finding team to 
hear evidence and recommend terms of 
a settlement 


The two sides presented evidence to 


the fact-finders in July and have been 
waiting for a report ever since. Teachers 
returned to class last month and are 
being paid on the 1971-72 salary schedule. 


THE FACT-FINDERS report was pre- 


sented last week to the board and offi- 
cials of the Education Association, bar- 
gaining unit for the teachers. Yesterday, 
spokesmen far both-sides refused to di- 
vulge the terms of the recommended set- 
tlement. 


However, Richard Chlerico, co-chair- •' 


man of the association's negotiating 
team, said yesterday he is optimistic • 
that the contract dispute will be settled ' 
soon, perhaps as early as this week. 


"I'm hopeful that once both sides have 


had time to, analyze the fact-finding re- 
port, they'll realize we're not too far 
apart," Chlerico said. "I'm hopeful that 
we'll be able to resolve it in one or two 
sessions." 


Chlerico, added that some of the terms 


of the recommended settlement ore fa- 
vorable to the teachers, while others fa-_ 
vor the board. He said the recommendf 
tion on salary is "not exactly what either 
side wanted but I think the recommenda- 
tion on salary is very fair and reason- 
able." 


SUPT. EDWARD GILBERT said the 


board planned to review the fact-finders' 
report in closed session at the school 
board meeting last night 


' Gilbert said, "I'm optimistic that we'll 
reach a settlement, but I'm not optimis- 
tic that the fact-finders report will be en- 
thusiastically accepted by both sides." 


Under the terms of the impasse proce- 


dure in the Dist 214 contract,- each side 
now has 10 days to respond to the fact- 
finders' report Once the 10 days is up, 
the recommended settlement and the re- 


sponses will be submitted to the full 
board and association membership for 
approval.'

If the two sides do not then reach 


agreement, the fact-finders' report and 
responses by each side will be made pub- 
lic. 


The proposed settlement rejected lost 


spring by the teachers called for a $300 
reduction in the base pay for beginning 
teachers and an average raise for other 
teachers of $100 plus the four per cent 
increment for additional ' experience 
called for under the 1971-72 contract. 


Under the 1971-72 contract, the base 


pay is $8,300 and the top pay is $18,537.

Trustee Ron Chernick, said a "spur of

Far Behind Other Other Northwest Suburbs 
Building Dept. Understaffing Acute In Schaumburg

The staffing in Schaumburg's building 


department falls far behind that of tho 
other Northwest suburbs, when the 
amount of construction going on hi the 
village Is considered. 


An Investigation of the building deport- 


ments In 10 Northwest suburbs indicated 
that undcrstaffing Is a common problem, 
but Is particularly acute in Schaumburg. 
"Wo have thousands of inspections com- 
ing duo at once," Hugh Cahlll, Schaum- 
burg building commissioner, said. He 
added that Inspectors rarely have time to 
spot check construction jobs unan- 
nounced. 


Though large strides in increasing its 


building staff have been made In 1970 
Schaumburg,only had one building in- 
spector and a director of public works, 
Cahlll added. 


BELL SAVINGS AND Loan Associ- 


ation building reports show $67.6 million 
dollars of construction went on in the vil- 
lage In 1970. Since the fall of 1970, 
Schaumburg has added sue people to in- 
spect and review plans. 


But tho department size has not kept 


pace with the enormous amount of build- 
Ing going on. 


In comparison to the other villages, 


Hoffman Estates comes out looking fair- 
ly adequately staffed. However, in view 
of tho building boom in the area, most of 
the Northwest suburban building depart- 
ments seem understaffed. 


The investigation was sparked by the 


recent complaints about shoddy construc- 
tion hi the Kaufman and Broad subdivi- 
sion in Schaumburg.The village's miss- 
ing Inspection records and occupancy 
permits for the subdivision indicate In- 
spections were not made and permits 
were not issued. 


THE DEPARTMENT was badly under- 


staffed at the time the homes were occu- 
pied in 1968. 


Most of the commissioners In the ten 


Northwest suburbs complained about un- 
dersUfflng. But criteria for on adequate- 
ly staffed building department are hard 
to pin down definitively. 


However, some guidelines are avail- 


able. Spokesmen for the Building Offi- 
cials and Code Administrators Inter- 


national, Inc. (BOCA), the Department 
of Housing and Urban Development, and 
tho Suburban Building Officials Confer- 
ence suggested a "minimum of four to 
eight inspectors in a variety of special- 
ized areas. 


BOCA recommends eight inspectors in 


areas ranging from plumbing to zoning 
to air pollution for a city with a popu- 
lation of 10,000 to 80,000, the size 
Schaumburg and Hoffman Estates fall 
under.

BUT NONE OF THESE guidelines 


take into consideration the amount of 
construction going on. And there Is no 
doubt that a tremendous amount of .con- 
struction aptly describes the situation in 
tho Northwest suburbs.

Schaumburg is a case in point 
Cahlll said his department has a total 


of six inspectors; t two electrical, one 
plumbing, and three building. Addition- 
ally, Schaumburg has an assistant build- 
ing commissioner and a plan examiner. 


But-Cahill said he is so swamped with 


work he has difficulty handling the ad- 
ministrative end of his office. The reason 
is rather obvious. 


Schaumburg had over'$75.5 million in 


construction volume lost year, according 
to Bell Savings reports, and through 
July, 1972, already $43.5 million has been 
reported.

ing Officials Conference and building 
commissioner in Oak Park, Don Chap- 
man, 
offered opinions on staffing based 


on the dollar value of construction re- 
ported. 


"Schaumburg should have a lot of men 


In the field, probably 10'to 15 inspectors, ' 
'and probably two plan examiners," . 
' Chapman, said. He added that an impor- 
tant factor determining the number of In- 
spectors needed Is the kind of construc- 
tion going on. 


If a village has a lot of single-family 


homes, townhouses, and condominiums 
going up, they would .need more-people 
than if all the construction were; com-, 
mercial, Chapman said.

spectors, one part-time electrical In- 


spector, and One part-time plumbing in- 
spector. Schaumburg's staff, including 
the assistant building commissioner and 
plan examiner, is only about three times 
as large as Hoffman Estates'. 


But Hoffman Estates only reported $3.6 


million construction volume through July 
compared to Schaumburg's $43.5 million. 
Assuming land values are the same and 
difficulty of inspections equal, Schaum- 
burg should employ at least 15 times the 
number of people. 


One factor magnifies the understoffing. 


hi Schaumburg. Schaumburg reviews all 
its. own plans. Hoffman Estates reviews 
single-family plans-and shopping centers, 
but sends .'out multiple-family devel- 
opment plans to BOCA for review. 


'.MOUNT PROSPECT, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, Palatine, Wheeling, Buffalo Grove, 
and Arlington Heights also send their 
complex plans to BOCA or to an engineer 
hired on retainer. 


Only Des Plalnes reviews all its own 


plans, according to Alfred Prlckett, 
building commissioner. And Des Plalnes, 
with a full-time inspection staff of four, 
reported only $13.6 million in construc- 
tion through July, 1972. 


When ratios of personnel to amount of 


coiuitruction dollar volume* are figured, 
Hoffman 'Estates has the most, in- 
spectors.

Top-Rank Village Employes 
Get Substantial Raises 


by LYNN ASINOP 


Salary figures released yesterday by 


Wheeling Village Mgr. George Passolt 
show that top-ranking village employes 
have received substantial raises for 1972- 
73. 


Passolt had been reluctant to release 


the salary figures, saying that salaries 
were a personal matter. Ho aba said re- 
leasing the figures might conceivably 
cause internal squabbles among village 
employes. 


According to Illinois statutes, Passolt 


Is not required to release the salaries per 
se, but is required to make public all pay- 
rolls and pay vouchers. 


The largest salary Increase went to Lar- 


ry Oppcnhclmcr, director of public works 
and village engineer. Last year, when 
Oppcnhclmcr served only as director of 
public works, his salary was $20,100. 
With the addition of his new responsi- 
bilities as village engineer, Oppcnhcl- 
mcr's salary Increased 10.4 per cent, to 
$24,000. 


Passolt Is also making $24,000 a year. 


This -figure represents a 6.7 per cent in- 
crease over last year's salary of $22,500. 


nOGEH STRICKER, who serves as di- 


rector of public safety and adminis- 
trative assistant, received a 15.15 per 
cent increase this year. His salary 
Jumped from $16,500 last year to $19,000 
this year. 


Director of Building and Zoning Wil- 


liam Bleber also received a 15.15 per 
cent Increase of $2,500. His salary was 
raised from $16,500 to $19,000. , 


The fire chief and the police chief re- 


ceived the same raises and the same sal- 
aries. A 5.5 per cent Increase was grant- 
ed this year, raising the salaries from 
$17,000 to $18,000. 


Capt. Peter Guttllla, acting police 


chief, Is also receiving $18,000. This is 
the same salary received by Police Chief 
M. 0. Horchcr, who Is on leave of ab- 
sence duo to illness. 


Evelyn Dions, who serves as village 


clerk, collector and office manager, re- 
ceived a 7.6 per cent increase this year. 
Her salary was raised from $10,500 last 
year to $11,300. The village clerk's part 
of this amount is $4,500, a figure set by 
law for the elected position. 


Passolt's secretary, Beulah Peterson, 


earns $8,088 a year. Erroneous reports 
had .Indicated that Mrs. Peterson was 
earning as much as $18,005 a year. 


MOST WHEELING employes received 


raises negotiated in May during budget 
hearings. Under the terms of the negotia- 
tions, employes received a 5 per cent 
cost of living raise, increased longevity 
pay benefits, a $5,000 life Insurance pol- 
icy and Increased nospitallzatlon benefits. 


Passolt explained that this negotiated 


increase was used to raise the Integrated 
pay scale'. Therefore, some employes re- 
ceived more than a five per cent In- 
crease because they were entitled to an 
annual raise as well. 


According to Passolt, the increases 


also fall within the Presidential guide- 
lines of 5.5 per cent, "the Presidential 
guidelines, as I understand them, pertain 
to the general pay scale," he said. He 
said individual Increases in salary are 
not governed by the 5.5 per cent limits. 


Passolt said his reluctancy to release 


the salary figures came from his long 
association with industry. 


'I've been 19 years In industry, where 


it's so carefully guarded," he said. 'It's 
hard to get that out of your system."' 


"I don't give two hoots about publish- 


ing my salary," Passolt added. "It's the 
other employes' salaries I didn't want to 
publish."

BELL SAVINGS AND Loan Associ- 


ation building reports show $67.8 million 
dollars of construction went on in the vil- 


lage in 1070. Since the fall of 1970, 
Schaumburg has added six people to in- 
spect and review plans. 


But the department size has not kept 


pace with the enormous amount of build- 
ing going on. 


In comparison to the other villages, 


Hoffman Estates comes out looking fair- 
ly adequately staffed. However, in view 
of the building boom in the area, most of 
the Northwest suburban building depart- 
ments seem understaffed. 


The investigation was sparked by the 


recent complaints about shoddy construc- 
tion in the Kaufman and Broad subdivi- 
sion in Schaumburg. The village's miss- 
Ing Inspection records and occupancy 
permits for the subdivision indicate in- 
spections were not made and permits 
were not issued. 


THE DEPARTMENT was badly under- 


staffed at the timc.the homes were occu-. 
pled In 1068. 


Most of the commissioners in the ten 


Northwest suburbs complained about un- 
dcrstafflng. But criteria for an adequate- 
ly staffed building department arc hard 
to pin down definitively. 


However, some guidelines are avail- 


able. Spokesmen' (or. the Building Offi- 
cials and Code Administrators Inter- 
national,- Inc. (BOCA), the Department 
of Housing and Urban Development, and 
the Suburban Building Officials Confer- 
ence suggested a minimum of four to 
eight Inspectors in a variety of special- 
ized areas. 


BOCA recommends eight inspectors in • 


areas ranging from plumbing to zoning 
to air pollution for a city with a popu- 
lation of 10,000 to 50,000, the size 
Schaumburg and Hoffman Estates fall 
under. 


BUT NONE OF THESE guidelines 


take Into consideration the amount of 
construction going on. And there is no 
doubt that a tremendous amount of con- 
struction aptly describes the situation In

killed and five others Injured in a two- 
car accident yesterday near the corner 
of Pan-Am Boulevard and Elmhurst 
Road In Elk Grove Village. 


A spokesman from Alcxlnn Brothers 


Medical Center in Elk Grove Village said 
Marguerite Leal, of 173 River Rd., DCS 
Plalncs was dead on arrival at the hospi- 
tal. Her mother Narccdalla Leal, 24, 
driver of one of the cars, sustained cuts 
and abrasions, and Chrisol Leal, 5, was 
admitted to the hospital's Intensive care 
unit with head lacerations. 


The driver of the second car, Marlln 


Jacobs, 31, of 1501 Cottonwood Ln., 
Mount Prospect, sustained multiple head 
injuries. His wife, Mary, 28, was X-rayed 
to determine the extent of injuries, and 
his daughter, Maria, Itt, suffered abra- 
sions of the forehead. Jacobs' son, 
Mark, 6, escaped Injury. 


Hospital officials said late yesterday 


'afternoon that Marlln Jacobs and his 
daugher and Mrs. Leal were treated and 
released. Mrs. Jacobs was admitted to 
the hospital. 


Elk Grove Village police said the

apparently was attempting to make a 
left or U-turn on Elmhurst Road at Pan- 
Am Boulevard at the time of the accident.

I need more inspectors in the field, espe- 
cially another plumbing inspector," Cah- 
lll said. 


Ho also said he needs a secretary to 


handle all the phone calls and paperwork 
he's plagued with. Presently, the depart- 
ment's clerical help is located in the vil- 
lage hall, while the building department 
Is in the public works building. 


The secretary and clerk in the village 


hall only process permits and tabulate 
fees, Cahill said. They arc not available 
for typing the memos flooding Cahill's 
desk, filing the plans which are crowding 
the office, and answering ,the phone 
which rings constantly. 


Cahlll showed-last year's report which 


said the department collected almost SI 
million in .building fees. This year, 
through September, the department has 
collected nearly $800,000 in such fees. 
These building fees are supposed to pay 
for services of the building department. 


AN OFFICIAL OF the Suburban Build- 


ing Officials Conference and building 
commissioner in Oak Park, Don Chap- 
man, offered opinions on staffing based 
on the dollar value of construction re- 
ported. 


"Schaumburg should have a lot of men 


in the field, probably 10 to 15 Inspectors, 
and probably two plan 
examiners," 


Chapman said. He added that an impor- 
tant factor determining the number of in- 


spectors needed is the kind of construc- 
tion going on. 


If a village has a lot of single-family 


homes, townhouses, and condominiums 
going up, they would need more people 
than if all the construction were com- 
mercial, Chapman sold. He explained 
that one $10 million shopping center is 
often easier to inspect than several 
single-family homes. • 


Almost half of Schaumburg's dollar 


volume in construction this year through 
July went for single-family homes and 
ownership units. 


IN COMPARISON TO Schaumburg's 


802 home starts through July, Hoffman 
Estates had 37. Last year Hoffman Es- 
tates reported just over half the number 
of home starts as Schaumburg. 


Hoffman Estates presently, employs 


two full-time general or building in- 
spectors, one part-time electrical in- 
spector, and one part-time plumbing in- 
spector. Schaumburg's staff, Including 
the assistant building commissioner and 
plan examiner, is only about three times 
as large as Hoffman Estates'. 


But Hoffman Estates only reported $3.6 


million construction volume through July 
compared to Schaumburg's $43.5 million. 
Assuming land values are the same and 
difficulty of inspections equal, Schaum- 
burg should employ at least 15 times the 
number of people. 


One factor magnifies the understaffing 


in Schaumburg. Schaumburg reviews all 
its own plans. Hoffman Estates 'reviews 
single-family plans and shopping centers, 
but sends out. multiple-family devel- 
opment plans to BOCA for review. 


MOUNT PROSPECT, Elk Grove Vil- 


lage, Palatine, Wheeling, Buffalo Grove, 
and Arlington Heights also send their 
complex plans to BOCA or to an engineer 
hired on retainer. 


Only Des Plaines reviews all its' own 


plans, according to Alfred Prickett, 
building commissioner. And Des Plaines, 
with a full-time inspection staff of four, 
reported only $13.5 million In construc- 
tion through July, 1972. 


When ratios of personnel to amount of 


construction dollar volume are figured, 
Hoffman Estates has the most in- 
spectors. However, Dan Murphy, build- 
ing commissioner, said he hopes to add 
another inspector next spring. 


Hoffman Estates also complies with 


the minimal criteria. However, BOCA 
additionally suggests a village the size of 
Hoffman Estates should tave someone 
responsible for checking that existing 
housing conforms to the codes and some- 
one checking for zoning violations. 


HOFFMAN ESTATES Mayor Fred 


Downey, said he is not aware of any un- 
derstaffing in the building department. 
One additional inspector was just added 
this year. While.he did not know if the 
staff would be increased next year, he 
said the size of every department is re- 
viewed each year. 


A spokesman for Schaumburg Mayor 


Robert 0. Atcher, said the mayor is go- 
ing to completely review the size and 
adequacy of the building department He 
does not want to discuss the subject until 
he makes a complete study, the spokes- 
man said. 


Aside from commissioners In Arlington 


Heights and Hoffman Estates, all the 
suburban commissioners said they could 
use more help. The tremendous building 
boom in the area substantiates, to var- 
ying degrees, their complaints of under- 
staffing.

Negotiators for (ho High School Dist. 


214 Board and teachers will return to the 
bargaining table today for the first time 
sinco May in an effort to agree on a 1072- 
73 teachers salary contract. 


The two sides have scheduled a closed 


meeting at 8 p.m. In the administration 
building, 799 W. Kensington Rd., Mount 
Prospect. They will discuss the recom- 
mendations contained In a report sub- 
mitted last week by a team of fact-find- 
ers. 


Bargaining between the board and 


teachers brake off May 17 after the 
teachers rejected a settlement proposed 
by a mediator. At that time, the two 
sides called In a fact-finding team to 
hear evidence and recommend terms of 
a settlement. 


The two sides presented evidence to 


the fact-finders In July and have been 
waiting for a report ever since. Teachers 
returned to class last month and are 
being paid on the 1071-72 salary schedule. 


THE FACT-FINDERS report was pre- 


sented last week to the board and offi- 


cials of the Education Association, bar- 
gaining unit for the teachers. Yesterday, 
spokesmen for both sides refused to di- 
vulge the terms of the recommended set- 
tlement.' 


However, Richard Chlcrico, co-chair- 


man of the association's negotiating 
team, said yesterday he Is optimistic 
that the contract dispute will be settled 
soon, perhaps as early as this week. 


"I'm hopeful that once both sides have 


had lime to analyze the fact-finding re- 
port, they'll realize we're not too for 
opart," Chlcrico said. "I'm hopeful that 
we'll be able to resolve it in one or two 
sessions."

George Passolt 
show that top-ranking village employes 
have received substantial raises for 1072- 
73. 


Passolt had been reluctant to release 


the salary figures, saying that salaries 
were a personal matter. He also sold re- 
leasing the figures might conceivably 
cause internal squabbles among village 
employes. 


According to Illinois statutes, Passolt 


Is not required to release the salaries per 
se, but Is required to make public all pay- 
rolls and pay vouchers. 


The largest salary increase went to Lar- 


ry Oppcnhelmcr, director of public works 


and village engineer. Last year, when 
Oppcnhclmer served only as director of' 
public works; his salary was $20,100. 
With the addition of his new responsi- 
bilities as village engineer, Oppenhei- 
mcr's salary Increased 19.4 per cent, to 
$24,000. 


Passolt is also making $24,000 a year. 


This flgxire represents a 6.7 per cent in-' 
'crease over last year's salary of $22,500. 


ROGER STRICKER, who serves as di- 


rector of public safety and adminis- 
trative assistant, received a 15.15 per 
cent -increase this year. His salary 
Jumped from $16,500 last'year to $19,000 
this year. 


'Director of Building and Zoning Wil- 


liam Bieber also received a 15.15 per 


cent increase of $2,500, His salary was 
raised from $16,500 to $19,000. 


The fire chief and the police chief re- 


ceived the same raises and the same sal- 
aries. A, 5.5 per cent Increase was grant- 
ed this year, raising the salaries from 
$17,000 to $18,000. 


Capt. Peter Guttilla, acting police 


chief, is also* receiving $18,000. This is 
the same salary received by Police Chief 
M. 0. Horcher, who is on leave of ab- 
sence due to illness. 


Evelyn Dlens, who serves as village . 


clerk, collector and office manager, re- 
ceived a 7.6 per cent increase this year.

Future, Tax 
Worry Group 


The Friends of Palatine Township are 


worrying about two things these days — 
taxes and the township's future. 


"The proposition to dissolve the town* 


snip is presented in a form that is dis- 
armingly simple. It is suggestive that we 
would be able to get the same services 
without increasing taxation," Francis 
Kelly, steering committee chairman, 
said yesterday, but he doesn't think that 
would happen. 


The group held Its first meeting Satur- 


day. Kelly, who Is also the township 
highway department attorney, is sure a 
special tax would have to be levied by 
the county to pay for the township's cur- 
rent functions if the county takes over 
the job. 


"A special tax would have to be levied 


on the non-township portions of the coun- 
ty because it would be unconstitutional 
any other way," Kelly said, noting that 
residents of Schaumburg or Wheeling 
townships would still be paying taxes to 
that government 


BESIDES THE prospect of higher 


taxes, Kelly says his group opposes the 
referendum until the general assembly 
has provided some way to pass on the 
township's duties should voters choose to 
abolish the township government. • 


"In other words, they (the League of 


Women Voters) are trying to rush the 
referendum through In a half-baked 
way ."Kelly said. 


The LWV began the drive for a No- 


vember referendum during the summer, 
claiming township government is an un- 
necessary level of government, now out- 
dated with the increasing incorporation 
of previously-rural areas. 


The prospect of higher taxes isn't a big 


issue according to LWV members be- 
cause by state statute, a taxing body 
can't levy more taxes than is needed. 


"IF THEY (the county) gave the same 


kind of service, it'd be about the same 
amount of taxes,"'Alice DeViney, LWV 
spokesman,'.'said. yesterday:.'And the 
county couldn't.levy higher taxes unless 
they provide more or better services, she 
added. 


The Friends "are not obstructionists, 


they are just concerned about what's 
best for the taxpayers," Kelly Insisted. 
He doubted the county could perform the 
same services for the amount of money 
currently spent by the township. But be- 
fore it gets that far, Kelly believes all 
the details should be spelled out before 
the referendum is held. 


In addition to the Friends group, town- 


ship officials have been meeting as the 
Cook County Township League to combat 
the LWV referendum drive. 


In the group formed two weeks ago, 


Palatine township auditors and top em- 
ployes joined to organize other officials 
hi Maine and Niles Townships. 


LETTERS ARE going out to the offi- 


cers of the .two townships this week, ac- 
cording to Palatine Twp. Sup. Howard I. 
Olsen yesterday. And another meeting 
was held last night to do some more 
planning. •

arate, with the Friends primarily a lay 
group of residents, and the township 
league for officials in the three town- 
ships, Olsen said.

May Have Been Violation Of Board's Powers 
Few Improvements, No Money

Three yean have lapsed since Rolling 


Meadows voters approved o 000,000 pork 
district referendum but several park Im- 
provements promised in the referendum 
remain undone and the funds arc now 
depleted. 


The Park Improvements Bond Issue 


was approved by voters Feb. 25, 1969. 
Voters approved the Issuance of bonds In 
the amount of $000,000 for the construc- 
tion of a "community recreation building 
complex" and also for several improve- 
ments which were to bo made at each of 
the parks in the district. 


How some of the referendum money 


was spent Is questionable and may have 
been in violation of the board powers, 
according to the Illinois Attorney Gener- 
al's office. 


A report on how the $000,000 devel- 


opment fund was spent was prepared 
recently by Dean HaUcrud, former direc- 
tor of parks and recreation. The report 
has not been approved by the park 
board. 


HALLERUD'S REPORT Indicates sev- 


eral park Improvements were never 
completed because construction of the 
sports complex cost more than antici- 
pated. 


However, a Herald investigation has 


revealed several expenditures were mode 
from the development fund which wcro 
not planned or approved by voters in tho 
1069 referendum. 


"I would say if the park district did 


use money for other purposes than stated 
in tho referendum proposition, some typo 
of legal action could be brought against 
tho board," said a spokesman for the at- 
torney general's office. 


Tho list of pork Improvements which 


were promised but never completed in- 
clude: at Klmboll Hill Park, Improve- 
ment of existing playground and in- 
stallation of a water fountain; at Waver- 
ly Park, bcautlflcatlon with landscaping; 
at Cardinal Drive Park, improvement of 
existing playground, Installation of a wa- 
ter fountain and bcautlflcatlon with land- 
scaping; and at Salk Park, construction 
of two tennis courts and installation of a 
water fountain. 


DEVELOPMENT FUND expenditures 


not mentioned In the referendum proposi- 
tion Include: 


—Acquisition of two land parcels at 


Waverly Pork for 13,333. 


—Purchase and Installation of a heater 


for the pool for $7,200. 


—Work on tho present administration 


building totaling more than $10,000, ac- 
cording to Stevo Person, superintendent 
of parks and recreation. (Person said an- 
other 110,000 for work on the adminis- 
tration building was paid from tho gener- 
al fund.) 


Tho Illinois Attorney General's office 


feels those expenditures may have been 
In violation of tho board's duty. 


PARK DISTRICT personnel claim a 


loose Interpretation of the referendum 
p r o p o s i t i o n would allow these ex- 
penditures from the referendum devel- 
opment fund. 


The proposition stated: "Shall bonds of 


the Rolling Meadowi Park District, Cook 


County, Illinois, to the amount of $900,000 
be Issued for the purpose of paying the 
cost of building, maintaining, improving 
and protecting the parks of said district 
by the construction on the lands now 
owned and used by the park district for 
park purposes and commonly known as 
'Cardinal Drive Park' to Include lighting 
and site work for tennis courts, Improv- 
ing existing playgrounds, Install water 
fountain, ami beaullflcatlon with land- 
scaping, and 'Waverly Park* to Include 
recreation equipment, ball field, site 
work, and bcautlflcatlon with land- 
scaping and 'Klmball Hill Park'-to in- 
clude lighting and site work for baseball 
field, construction and development of to- 
boggan 
hill, 
Improve existing play- 


ground, Install water fountain, beau- 
tltlcatlon with landscaping and 'Salk 
Park* to Include light and site work for a 
ball field, construct two tennis courts, 
construct and develop toboggan hill, In- 
stall water fountain, bcautlflcatlon with 
landscaping, and 'Community Recreation 
Building Complex' with necessary me- 
chanical plant, youth drop-in center, 
large field • house, concession stand, 
lounge, crafts, music, meeting room with 
kitchen, bathhouse renovation, Ice skat- 
Ing rink with equipment, driveway and 
parking lot and park maintenance equip- 
ment and appurtenances necessary and 
Incident thereto, and for the payment of 
expenses Incident thereto?" 


The park board budgeted $700,000 for 


the sports complex. The actual cost, ac- 
c o r d i n g to Hollerud's report, was 
$774,258: 


In an effort to save money on the com- 


plex, the board decided to be its own 
general contractor. William Billings, 
park board president, estimates the deci- 
sion saved the district between 10 and 15 
per cent of tho actual construction cost. 


"IN RETROSPECT the decision prob- 


ably cost us money. We saved money on, 
the complex (by being our own general 
contractor) but other things just didn't 
get done in the district (because there 
wasn't time). Dean (Hallerud) had ev- 
erything to do and it was Just too much," 
said Billings. 


Billings attributes the higher construc- 


tion cost on tho complex to two factors. 
First, there was a five-month lapse be- 
tween the time voters authorized the sqle 
of the bonds and the actual sale. Second, 
several strikes delayed completion of the 
complex. 


The board realized costs were running 


higher than expected in the spring of 
1070 and started making cutbacks, ac- 
cording to Billings. He estimates $40,000 
was saved on tho complex by changing 
the specifications on the dasher .boards 
surrounding the rink and the concession 
'stand. 


Besides the complex and some park 


maintenance equipment, the .only other 
notable park improvements the tax- 
payers received were lighting and site 
work on baseball fields at Kimball Hill 
and Salk parks, lighting and site work on 
tennis courts at Cardinal Drive Park and 
toboggan hills at Kimball Hill and.Salk 
parks. 


NO MONEY was spent by the district 


to construct either of the;-sled hills. 
Mounds of dirt from the Salt Creek Im- 
provement Project were given to the dis- 
trict. However, the district later paid 
$7,500 to have the sled hill at Kimball 


Hill Park removed. 


No bids were taken for the $28,602 pur- 


chase of lighting equipment for the ball 
fields and tennis courts from Graybar 
Electric Co., Inc. or their installation by 
Shamrock Electric Co. in the amount of 
$16,200. 


Tho Illinois Revised Statutes state, "To 


acquire by gift, bequest or purchase any 
personal property necessary for its (the 
park district's) corporate purposes pro- 
vided that all contracts for supplies, ma- 
terial or work Involving an expenditure 
in excess of $2,500 shall bo let to the low- 
est responsible bidder, after due adver- 
tisement ..." 


Minutes from the April 23, I960, board 


meeting reveal the board waived bids on 
the contract to Shamrock Electric Co. 
The minutes do not state why the bids 
were waived but Billings claims the 
board felt it could save money by not 
advertising far bids and subcontracting 
tho work to Shamrock, the electrical con- 
tractor for the complex. 


Billings said bids were not taken on the 


purchase of electrical equipment from 
Graybar Electric Co. because it is the 
only company that manufactures, the 
types of lights used on the ball fields and 
tennis courts. The same situation existed 
on the Zamboni ice resurfaccr and the 
board waived bids for the $12,090 pur- 
chase, according to Billings. 


THERE IS ALSO no record of bids on 


the contract awarded to William Golden 
Co. for foundation, carpentry, heating, 
electrical and plumbing work on the ad- 
ministration building. Some of the work 
was subcontracted by Golden. Billings 
said bids weren't taken because Golden 
was a youth officer for the city at the 
time and agreed to do the work in his 
spare time at a savings to the district. 


On at least two occasions, May 7,1970 


and Feb. 6, 1960 the board held special 
meetings but waived the requirement for 
notice of the special meetings. 


The Illinois Attorney General's office 


considers this a violation of the park 
board's powers. 


"The right to notice of a special meet-- 


ing is a public right and only the public 
has the right to waive notice. Those who 
don't have the right in the first place 
can't waive it," said a spokesman for the 
attorney general's office. 


Top priority has been given to carrying 


out the park improvements listed in the 
referendum proposition, according to Bil- 
lings. Since the development fund is de- 
pleted, the Improvements will be made 
from the district's general fund. Billings 
said park district personnel will be used 
to complete many of the Improvements 
in an effort to cut back on their cost.

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Few Improvements, No Money Left From Park Referendum 


(Editor's Notes This Is the second in • 


series of stories examining the activities 
of Rolling Meadows Park District offi- 
cials and employes. The stories are a re- 
sult of a Herald staff Investigation.)

Three years have lapsed since Rolling 


Meadows voters approved a 900,000 park 
district referendum but several park im- 
provements promised In the referendum 
remain undone and the funds are now 
depleted. 


The Park Improvements Bond Issue 


was approved by voters Feb. 23, 1969. 
Voters approved the issuance of bonds in 
tho amount of $900,000 for the construc- 
tion of a "community recreation building 
complex" and also for several improve- 
ments which were to bo made at each of 
the parks in tho district. 


How some of the referendum money 


was spent Is questionable and may nave 
been In violation of tho board powers, 


according to the Illinois Attorney Gener- 
al's office. 


A report on how the $900,000 devel- 


opment fund was spent was prepared 
recently by Dean Hallerud, former direc- 
tor of parks and recreation. The report 
has not been approved by tho park 
board.- 


HALLERUD'S REPORT indicates sev- 


eral park improvements were never 
completed because construction of > the 
sports complex cost more than antici- 
pated. 


However, a Herald investigation has 


revealed several expenditures were mode 
from the development fund which were 
not planned or approved by voters in the 
1909 referendum. 


"I would say If the park district did 


use money for other purposes than stated 
in the referendum proposition, some type 
of legal action could be brought against 
the board," said a spokesman for the at- 


torney general's office. 


The list of park improvements which 


were promised but never completed in- 
clude: at Klmball Hill Park,. improve- 
ment of existing playground and in- 
stallation of a water fountain; at Waver- 
ly Park, beautification with landscaping; 
at Cardinal Drive Park, Improvement of 
existing playground, installation of a wa- 
ter fountain and beautlflcation with land- 
scaping; and at Salk Park, construction 
of two tennis courts and installation of a 


\ water fountain. 


DEVELOPMENT FUND expenditures 


not mentioned in the referendum proposi- 
tion include: 


—Acquisition of two land parcels at 


Waverly Park for $3,333. 
v 


—Purchase and installation of a heater 


for the pool for $7,200. 


—Work on the present administration 


building totaling more than $19,000, ac- 
cording to Steve Person, superintendent 


of parks and recreation. (Person said an- 
other $10,000 for work on the adminis- 
tration building was paid from the gener-p 
alfund.) ' 


The Illinois Attorney General's office 


feels these expenditures may have been 
hi violation of the board's duty. 


PARK DISTRICT personnel claim a 


loose interpretation of the referendum 
p r o p o s i t i o n would allow these ex- 
penditures from the referendum devel- 
opment fund. 


The proposition stated: "Shall bonds of 


the Rolling Meadows Park District, Cook 
County, Illinois, to the amount of $900,00(1' 
be issued for the purpose of paying the 
cost of building, maintaining, Improving 
and protecting the parks of said district, 
by the construction on the lands now 
owned and used by the park district for 
park purposes and commonly known as 
'Cardinal Drive Park' to Include lighting 
and site work for tennis courts, improv- 


ing existing playgrounds, install water 
fountain, and beantlficatlon with land* 
scaping, and 'Waverly Park' to Include 
recreation equipment, ball field, site 
work, and beautUlcatlon with land- 
scaping and 'Klmball Hill Park' to in- 
clude lighting and site work'for baseball 
field, construction and development of to- 
boggan hill, improve existing play., 
ground, Install water fountain, beau- 
tUlcation with landscaping and 'Salk 
Park' to include light and site work for a 
ball field, construct two tennis courts,

The park board budgeted $700,000 for 


the sports complex. The actual cost, ac- 
c or ding to Hallerud's report, was 
$774,258. 
In an effort to save- money on the com- 


plex, the board decided to be its own 
general contractor. William Billings, 
park board president, estimates the deci: 
sion saved the district between 10 and 15 
per cent of the actual construction cost. 


"IN RETROSPECT the decision prob- 


ably cost us money. We saved money on 
the complex (by being our own general 
contractor) but other things just didn't 
get done in the district (because there 
wasn't time). Dean (Hallerud) had ev- 
erything to do and it was just too much," 
said Billings. 


Billings attributes the higher construe-

'Negotiations Broke Off In May 
High School Salary Talks 
Resume After Long Layoff

Negotiators for tho High School Dist. 


214 Board and teachers will return to tho 
bargaining table today for the first time 
since May in an effort to agree on a 1972- 
73 teachers salary contract. 


The two sides have scheduled a closed 


meeting at 8 p.m. In the administration 
building, 799 W. Kensington Rd., Mount 
Prospect. They will discuss the recom- 
mendations contained in a report sub- 
mitted last week by a team of fact-find- 
ers. 


Bargaining between the board and 


teachers broke off May 17 after the 
teachers rejected a settlement proposed 
by a mediator. At that time, the two 
sides called in a fact-finding team to 
hear evidence and recommend terms of 
a settlement. 


Tho two sides presented evidence to 


the fact-finders, in July and havo been 
waiting for a report ever since. Teachers 
returned to class last month and are 
being paid on the 1971-72 salary schedule. 


THE FACT-FINDERS report was pre- 


No Progress Reported 
In General Time Strike 


No progress has been made In contract 


talks between striking International 
B r o t h e r h o o d of Electrical Workers 
(IBEW) employes at the General Time 
Corp. In Rolling Meadows and tho com- 
pany, spokesmen for both sides said yes- 
terday. 


Negotiations arc deadlocked over a 


union demand that employes with senior- 
ity bo paid on a scale equal to that being 
given newly-hired personnel. The com- 
pany has rejected tho proposal and of- 
fered a 16tt per cent hourly increase for 
all employes instead. 


"About all I can say is that we're 


working with a federal mediator now," a 
spokesman for tho company said yester- 
day. Ho would not comment on the cur- 
rent status of talks. 


However, a member of the union's bar- 


gaining team, Michael Lischlng, said tho 
union "Is waiting for tho company to 
meet with us again." 


"THE COMPANY has not expressed a 


desire to meet this week," Lischlng said 
yesterday. "Tho union is willing to meet 
with them at any lime," ho added. 


Lischlng said tho wage inequity is the 


major stumbling block In the negotia- 
tions. 


"Our first demand is that everybody 


be brought up to the highest wage being 
paid anyone in their job classification 
now," ho said. He added the union is also 
asking for a seven per cent hourly in- 
crease, which ho said "would be well 
within the federal pay board's limits." 


The strike, which entered Its second 


week yesterday, was called after three 
months of fruitless negotiations for a new 
contract. John Carrigllo, business repre- 
sentative for IBEW Local 713, said last 
week the contract is the first being nego- 
tiated for tho workers since they voted to 
become a union shop on May 18. 


The strike at General Time, a firm 


that manufactures electronic equipment 
and missile components, is the second 
major walkout at a firm in the area this 
year. A nine-week-old strike at Honey- 
well, Inc. in Arlington Heights ended in 
May when workers accepted a two-year 
contract containing.new fringe benefit 
accords.

214 contract, each side 
now has 10 days to respond to the fact- 
finders' report. Once the 10 days is up, 
the recommended settlement and the re- 
sponses will be submitted to the full 
board and association membership for 
approval. 


If the two sides do not then reach 


agreement, the fact-finders' report and 
responses by each side will be made pub- 
lic.

Uon coat on the complex to two factors. 
First, then was a five-month lapse be- 
tween the time voters authorized the sale 
of the bonds and the actual sale. Second, 
several strikes delayed completion of the 
complex. 


The board realized costs were running 


higher than expected in the spring of 
1970 and started making cutbacks, ac- 
cording to Billings. He estimates $40,000 
was saved on the complex by changing 
the specifications on the dasher boards 
surrounding the rink and the concession 
stand. 


Besides the complex and some park 


maintenance equipment, the only other 
notable park Improvements the tax- 
payers received were lighting and site 
work on baseball fields at Kimball Hill 
and Salk parks, lighting and site work on 
tennis courts at Cardinal Drive Park and 
toboggan hills at Kimball Hill and Salk 
parks. 


NO MONEY was spent by the district 


to construct cither of the sled hills. 
Mounds of dirt from the Salt Creek Im- 
provemcnt Project were given to the dis- 
trict. However, the district later paid 
$7,500 to hnve the sled hill at Kimball 
Hill Park removed. 


No bids were taken for the $28,602 pur- 


chase of lighting equipment for the ball 
fields and tennis courts from Graybar 
Electric Co., Inc. or their Installation by 
Shamrock Electric Co. in the amount of 
$16.200. 


The Illinois Revised Statutes state, "To 


acquire by gift, bequest or purchase any 
personal property necessary for Its (the 
park district's) corporate purposes pro- 
vided that all contracts for supplies, ma- 


terial or work Involving an expenditure 
in excess of $2,500 shall be let to the low- 
est responsible bidder, after due adver- 
tisement...." 


Minutes from the April 23,1960, board 


meeting reveal the board waived bids on 
the contract to Shamrock Electric Co. 
The minutes do not state why the bids 
were waived but Billings claims the 
board felt It could save money by not 
advertising for .bids and subcontracting 
the work to Shamrock, the electrical con- 
tractor for the complex. 


Billings said bids were not taken on the 


purchase of electrical equipment from 
Graybar Electric Co. because it is the 
only company that manufactures the 
types of lights used on the ball fields and 
tennis courts. The same situation existed 
on the Zambonl ice resurfacer and the 
board waived bids for the $12,090 pur- 
chase, according to Billings. 


THERE IS ALSO no record of bids on 


the contract awarded to William Golden 
Co.-for foundation, carpentry, heating, 
electrical and plumbing work on the ad- 
ministration building. Some of the work 
was subcontracted by Golden. Billings 
sold bids weren't taken because Golden 
was a youth officer for the city at the 
time and agreed to do the work in his 
spare time at a savings to the district. 


On at .least two occasions, May 7,1970 


and Feb. 6, 1969 the board held special 
meetings but waived the requirement for 
notice of the special meetings. 


The Illinois Attorney General's office 


considers this a violation of the park 
board's powers.

Office of Economic Opportunity had ar- 
ranged for the Northwest Opportunity 
Center to bo used for food stamps for 
three months at no cost to the program. 


Ballew called the Northwest Opportuni- 


ty Center, "a temporary arrangement 
until wo get our own office." 


Also on Friday, A. C. Szoplnskl, super- 


visor of the operations portion of the food 
stamp program, sold the center, "will be 
opened when I get staffing." 


When asked how many staff members 


were planned for the Northwest Opportu- 
nity Center, Szoplnskl said, "that depends 
on (ho traffic, how many people will use 
tho center." 


SZOPINSKI said he estimated that in- 


Itlally tho center would be open Tuesdays 
and Thursdays with one or two workers. 
If tho traffic demanded, more staffers 
may be added, said Szoplnskl. 


Tho Northwest Opportunity Center had 


been a food stamp center previously, but 
tho stamp program was closed down sev- 
eral months ago. Ballew said tho center 
was closed because new regulations con- 
cerning food stamps went into effect, re- 
quiring extensive resralnlng of employes.

lot, Tclchert explained. "We will allow 
the permit because the lot was approved 
with the original subdivision and plans," 
he said.

The Arlington Heights Village Board, 


village manager and park board have 
been invited to a mayor's roundtable dis- 
cussion to be held Wednesday at Ivy Hill 
School, 2211 N. Burke Dr.,'-Arlington 
Heights.

"I'M CONVINCED there would be 


some saving, though I don't know exactly 
how much," says Village Finance Direc- 
tor Kenneth Bonder. 


At the crux of the financial problem is 


the park district's almost total reliance 
on property taxes to meet Its day-to-day 
operating expenses. 


Alternative revenue sources, such as 


federal revenue sharing, sales, utility 
and state income taxes which are extend- 
ed to municipalities, are denied to park 
districts. 


The only other major source of Income 


Is fees the district charges for the use of 
[jark programs and facilities. And in a 
community where residents already pay 
high property taxes, big fees for park 
programs seem .certain to cause citizen 
outcries. 


The possibility of revenue sharing be- 


tween the village and the park district is 
an important item on the agenda for a 
future joint meeting of the park board of 
commissioners and the village board of 
trustees. 


Noting the park district's dependence 


on property taxes, the agenda states 


"This revenue is not now sufficient to 
develop and operate a desirable park and 
recreation system." 


Village Pres. John Woods says he ap- 


preciates the problems that result from a 
total dependence on the property tax and 
says the village has benefited from a na- 
tional trend to find alternative tax 
sources. 


WOODS SAYS HE does not think the 


situation has yet reached the point where 
the village and park districts will have to 
merge but he adds that such-action may 
He further down the road. 


A potential area of savings lies in 


eliminating or minimizing various house- 
keeping operations now being duplicated 
by the village and park district adminis- 
tration. 
, 
, 


To a certain extent this has already 


started to happen through joint purchas- 
ing of certain supplies and an exchange 
of outdoor maintenance equipment. 


"Just on a simple thing like electric 


bills, the parks could save money if they 
were part of the village," says Village 
Mgr. L. A. Hanson, explaining that mu- 
nicipalities'normally do not pay "for elec- 
tricity they use In return for the granting 
of easements and right-of-ways to the 
power company. 


"We're buying gasoline from the vil- 


lage much cheaper than we could get it 


on our own and there are other areas in 
the realm of intergovernmental coopera- 
tion where we can look to save some 
money," says Park Board Pres. Charles 
acronin. 


A park district-village merger would 


help to clarify police responsibilities, vil- 
lage police officials say, and eliminate a 
feeling that the police are expected to an- 
swer to two separate administrations on j 
the enforcement of park district regu- 
lations. 


N E RIT H E R CRONIN, Hanson or 


Woods see dissolution of the park district 
as imminent to Arlington Heights, al- 
though they all say they have thought 
about it. 


"One wonders if someday they won't 


have to merge. It's something we're con- 
cerned about," Cronin says. 


Angelo Capulli, superintendent of parks 


for the Arlington Heights Park District,

May Have Been Violation Of Board's Powers 
Few Improvements, No Money 


(Editor's Note: Thlt Is the ucond In a 


series of stories examining the activities 
of Rolling Meadows Park District offi- 
cial* ind employei.

Three years have lapsed since Rolling 


Meadows voters approved a 900,000 park 
district referendum but several park 1m- 
provcments promised in tha referendum 
remain undone and the funds arc now 
depleted. 


The Park Improvements Bond Issue 


was approved by voters Feb. 23, 1969. 
Voters approved the Issuance of bonds In 
the amount of $900,000 for the construc- 
tion of a "community recreation building 
complex" and also for several improve- 
ments which were to be made at each of 
the parks In the district. 


How some of the referendum money 


was spent Is questionable and may have 
been In violation of the board powers, 
according to the Illinois Attorney Gener- 
al's office. 


A report on how the 1900,000 devel- 


opment fund was spent was prepared 
recently by Dean Hallcrud, former direc- 
tor of parks and recreation. The report 
has not been approved by the park 
board. 


HALLERUD'S REPORT Indicates sev- 


eral park improvements were never 
completed because construction of the 
sports complex cost more than antici- 
pated. 


However, a Herald investigation has 


revealed several expenditures were made 
from the development fund which were 
not planned or approved by voters in the 
1969 referendum. 


"I would say If the park district did 


use money for other purpoaea than stated 
In the referendum proposition, some type 
of legal action could be brought against 
the board," said a spokesman for the at- 
torney general's office. 


The list of park Improvements which 


were promised but never completed In- 
clude: at Kimball H1U Park, Improve- 
ment of existing playground and In- 
stallation of a water fountain; at Waver- 
ly Park, beautlflcation with landscaping; 
at Cardinal Drive Park, improvement of 
existing playground, Installation of a wa- 
ter fountain and beautlflcation with land- 
scaping; and at Salk Park, construction 
of two tennis courts and Installation of a 
water fountain. 


DEVELOPMENT FUND expenditures 


not mentioned in the referendum proposi- 
tion Include: 


—Acquisition of two land parcels at' 


Waverly Park for $3,333. 


—Purchase and Installation of a heater 


for the pool for $7,200. 


—Work on the present administration 


building totaling more than $19,000, ac- 
cording to Steve Person, superintendent 
of parks and recreation. (Person said an- 
other $10,000 for work on the adminis- 
tration building was1 paid from the gener- 
al fund.) 


The Illinois Attorney General's office 


feels these expenditures may have been 
In violation of the board's duty. 
' 


PARK DISTRICT personnel claim a 


IOOM interpretation of the referendum 
proposition would allow these ex- 


penditures from the referendum devel- 
opment fund. 


The proposition stated: "Shall bonds of 


the Rolling Meadows Park District, Cook 
County, Illinois, to the amount of $900,000 
be Issued for the purpose of paying the 
cost of building, maintaining, Improving 
•nd protecting the parks of said district 
by the construction on the lands now 
owned and used by the park district for 
park purposes and commonly known as 
'Cardinal Drive Pork' to include lighting 
and site work for tennis courts, improv- 
ing existing playgrounds, install water 
fountain, and beautlflcallon with land- 
scaping, and 'Waverly Park' to Include 
recreation equipment, ball field, site 
work, and beautlficatlon with land- 
scaping and 'Kimball Hill Park' to In- 
clude lighting and site work for baseball 
field, construction and development of to- 
boggan hill, Improve existing play, 
ground, install water fountain, beau- 
tlficatlon with landscaping and 'Salk 
Park* to Include light and site work for a 
ball field, construct two tennis courts, 
construct and develop toboggan hill, in- 
stall water fountain, beautlflcation with 
landscaping, and 'Community Recreation 
Building Complex* with necessary me- 
chanical plant, youth drop-in center, 
large field house, concession stand, 
lounge, crafts, music, meeting room with 
kitchen, bathhouse renovation, ice skat- 
ing rink with equipment, driveway and 
parking lot and park maintenance equip- 
ment and appurtenances necessary and 
Incident thereto, 'and for the payment of 
expenses incident thereto?" 


The park board budgeted $700,000 for 


the sports complex. The actual cost, ac- 
c o r d i n g to Hallerud's report, was 
$774,258. 


In an effort to save money on the com- 


plex, the board decided to be its own 
general contractor. William Billings, 
park board president, estimates the deci- 
sion saved the district between 10 and 15 
per cent of the actual construction cost. 


"IN RETROSPECT the decision prob- 


ably cost us money. We saved money on 
the complex (by being our own general 
contractor) but other things Just didn't 
got done In the district (because there 
wasn't time). Dean (Hallerud) had ev- 
erything to do and it was just too much," 
said Billings. 


Billings attributes the higher construc- 


tion cost on the complex to two factors. 
First, there was a five-month lapse be- 
tween the time voters authorized the sale 
' of the bonds and the actual sale. Second, 
several strikes delayed completion of the* 
complex. 


The board realized costs were running 


higher than expected In the spring of 
1970 and started making cutbacks, ac- 
cording to Billings. He estimates $40,000 
was saved on the complex by changing 
the specifications on the dasher' boards 
surrounding the rink and the concession 
stand. 


Besides the complex and some park 


maintenance equipment, the. only other , 
notable park Improvements the 'tax- 
payers received were lighting and site 
work on baseball fields at Kimball Hill 
and Salk parks, lighting and site work on . 
tennis courts at Cardinal Drive Park and 


toboggan hills at Kimball Hill and Salk 
parks. 


NO MONEY was spent by the district 


to construct either of the sled hills. 
Mounds of dirt from the Salt Creek Im- 
provement Project were given to the dis- 
trict. However, the district later paid 
$7,500 to have the sled hill at Kimball 
Hill Pork removed. 


No bids were taken for the $28,602 pur- 


chase of lighting equipment for the ball 
fields and tennis courts from Graybar 
Electric Co., Inc. or their Installation by 
, .Shamrock Electric Co. in the amount of 
$16,200. 


The Illinois Revised Statutes state, "To 


acquire by gift, bequest or purchase any 
personal property necessary for its (the 
park district's) corporate purposes pro- 
vided that all contracts for supplies, ma- 
terial or work involving an expenditure 
In excess of $2,500 shall be let to the low- 
est responsible bidder, after due adver- 
tisement ..." 


Minutes from the April 23, 1960, board 


meeting reveal the board waived bids on 
the contract to Shamrock Electric Co. 
The minutes do not state why the bids 
were waived but Billings claims the 
board felt it could save money by not 
advertising for bids and subcontracting 
the work to Shamrock, the electrical con- 
tractor for the complex. 
/ 


Billings said bids were not taken on the 


purchase of electrical equipment from 
Graybar Electric Co. because it is the 
only company that manufactures the 
types of lights used on the ball fields and 
tennis courts. The same situation existed 
on the Zamboni ice resurfaced and the 
board waived bids for the $12,090 pur- 
chase, according to Billings. 


THERE IS ALSO no record of bids on 


the contract awarded to William Golden 
Co. for foundation, carpentry, heating, 
electrical and plumbing work on the ad- 
ministration building. Some of the work 
was subcontracted by Golden. Billings 
said bids weren't taken because Golden 
was a youth officer for the city at the 
time and agreed to do the work in his 
spare time at a savings to the district 


On at least two occasions, May 7,1970 


and Feb. 6, J969 the board held special 
meetings-but waived the requirement for 
^notice of the special meetings. 


The Illinois Attorney General's office 


considers this a violation of the park 
board's powers. 
, "The right to notice of a special meet- 
ing is a public right and only the public 
has the right to waive notice. Those who 
don't have the right In the first place 
can't waive it," said a spokesman for the 
attorney general's office. 


Top priority has been given to carrying 


out the park improvements listed in the 
referendum proposition, according to Bil- 
lings. Since the development fund is de- 
pleted, the improvements will be made 
from the* district's general fund. Billings 
said park district personnel will be used 
to complete many of the improvements 
In an effort to cut back on their cost

the park district's funding problems. One 
answer, he says, may be the formation 
of a regional park district spanning'the 
boundaries of several neighboring munic- 
ipalities. 


By consolidating six or seven park dis- 


tricts under one administration, Capulli 
says many of the economies of village 
control could be realized without the loss 
of a park and recreation orientation. 


Capulli, who has had experience with 


parks in Evahston where parks and rec- 
reation are a city department, says mu- 
nicipal control often runs Into red tape. 


"It's also Important to have a commu-

Educators at Maine Township High 


School Dist 207.are taking an individ- 
ualized approach to teaching handi- 
capped students that does away with the 
traditional labels and prejudices associ- 
ated with the retarded, 
i The training center for handicapped 
students vis no longer called .the special 
education department'because school of- 
ficials feel even that term has become a~ 
label'that brings false images to mind. 
The programs for'handicapped students 
at Dist. 207 are part of the special ser- 
vices, department housed In the center 
court area of Maine East High School in 
Park Ridge, said Gary Hahn, depart- 
ment chairman. 
' The term special education implies 
that the kids are permanent cripples and 
must be babied and It also Implies that 
special education is radically different 
from any other education. Both Impres- 
sions are false, explained Hahn. 


The 14 instructors, six teacher aides 


and student volunteers In the program 
have compiled a report this year on the 
goals arid perspectives of the special ser- 
vices program. The report emphasizes 
the individual needs and abilities of each 


student and his value as a human being. 


STUDENTS IN THE program are not 


necessarily retarded or severely handi- 
capped and the traditional categories of 
educable handicapped, trainable handi- 
capped, learning disabled, physically, 
handicapped and emotionally handi- 
capped are avoided by staff members. 


"These students have one or a com- 


bination of .personal, social, intellectual 
or physical difficulties which have made 
it extremely difficult for them to succeed 
in a regular school program," says the 
'report. 


The students ore not so different from 


the students in the regular, classroom, 
soys the report. They, have individual dif- 
ferences like everyone else but their, dif- 
ferences moke them unhappy and unable 
to cope with society. 


The students don't necessarily have 


mental deficiencies. Some of them score 
extremely high on Intelligence tests but 
have emotional problems that keep them 
out of the regular classroom. 


•'Labels are not applied to individual 


' students, because they are not only per- 


sonally damaging, but inaccurate as 
well," say the^instruetors. 


Staff members in the special services 


department don't' believe in isolating 
their students from the high school or the 
community". Students take regular 
courses with other high school students 
in the Maine Township schools whenever 
the student Is able. "Whenever possible, 
.the placement in the program will be 
temporary, leading first to part-time 
classes in the regular Maine East cur- 
riculum, possible part-time employment 
for academic credit or workshop experi- 
ence and eventually back to the home 
school," according to the report. 


"ALL PEOPLE HAVE exceptionalities 


of abilities, Interests and values. The dig- 
nity of every student in this program Is 
zealously supported by the department," 
says the-report. The major thrust of the 
program is close and open commu- 
nication between the student, his parents 
and instructors, who meet to discuss the 
student's needs, and set a program for 
' reaching his goals. .The student, his par- 
ents and instructors are all accountable 
to each other for living up to their role in 
the student's program, says the report, 
and-each must be responsible for their 
share of the'work. .

• The staff members 'of the special ser- 
vices department at .Dist 207 offer, a. 


.wide variety of programs, techniques, 
and teaching'methods to meet the individ- 
ual needs of each of their 160 students. 


According to the report, the special 


services instructor assumes the roles of 
teacher, disciplinarian and counselor and 
his duties are .two-fold; to assist the stu- 
dent hi learning skills by working with 
the student's interests and his individual 
learning process, and to develop a one-to*

2nd Harper College Campus Urged 


by WANDALYN RICE 


The Harper College Board of Trustees 


is a step closer to making a formal deci- 
sion to buy a second campus for the col- 
lege. 


The board received a report from the 


long-range planning committee made up 
of facullty and administrators outlining 
two alternatives for coping with the col- 
lege's projected enrollment growth. 
Members of the committee said they fa- 
vor the second campus alternative. 


Although the board members made no 


decision last week, Board Pres. Jessalyn 
Nlcklas said she hopes a decision can be 
made at the November board meeting on 
whether to buy a second site. 


John Lucas, director of planning and 


research, aaid the board must decide 
whether to buy a second site or to rede- 
sign the present campus with high-rise 
buildings to accommodate enrollment in- 
creases. 


He said current projects Indicate the 


college will be serving 33,332 full and 
part-time students by 1995, compared to 
10,712 this year. 


HE ADDED, "Even If our projections 


are off by as much as 5,000, we know 
that we will either have to do something 
radical with this campus or go to a sec- 
ond campus." 


He said that expanding the college's 


existing campus, at Algonquin. and 
Roselle roads, would require redrawing 
the plan for building already submitted 
to the state. The campus could then be 
planned for high-rise buildings, he said, 
but existing parking lots, road and ath- 
letic fields would have to be torn up. 


In addition, be said, "In four or five 


yean we could still decide we didn't 
want to build on a second campus and 
not lose anything because the land would 
probably be worth more. If would be 
very difficult to retrieve a decision to ex- 
pand this campus because we would dis- 
rupt the plan." 


With either alternative, Lucas said, the 


board would face between a S and 7 year 
delay on occupying any new buildings. In 


that time, he .said, "We are going to run , 
out of capacity on this site as planned;" 
' 


A referendum would be .required to 


provide funds for purchase of a second ; 
site, he said, adding the- board would. 
have to decide whether to hold the refer-; 
endum before or after the site is se- 
lected.

After the meeting, he said the board is 


already looking at several specific par-: 
eels as possible locations for a-second, 
site.

children in kindergarten to 1968, said

The decrease in enrollment is a result 


of a drop in. the birth rate, said Retake, a 
trend that is found in cities across the 
nation. At Dist 62 the drop in the birth 
rate is not compensated by more young 
people moving into the district, be said. 


A PROPOSED comprehensive plan for 


the City of DCS Plaines released last 
year, predicts an increase in population 
in the city from about 60,000 to 90,000 in 
1990. Retake said Dist 62 will probably 
not feel that population increase because 
the areas of potential growth in the city 
are outside the district Most of Dist' 62 
is already populated and there is little 
new construction. School districts in DCS 
Plaines that are still growing are Dist 
59, west of Mount Prospect Road, Dist 
26, north of Central Road," and Dist 63 in 
unincorporated Des Plaines, east of Pot- 
ter Road, said Retake.

If the census proves to be accurate for 


enrollment projections next year, a cen- 
sus may be planned every five years or 
more often if necessary, said Retake. He 
said the census will probably be accurate 
for next year but accuracy will decrease 
each year as people move from one area 
to another.

out for each preschool child per family. 
The volunteer will also leave the parent 
Information on preschool special educa- 
tion programs in the district "Project 
Pre-Dlct" is a diagnostic service de- 
signed to detect learning problems at an 
early age and "Slides" is a program for 
hearing and visions testing. 


Retake said the volunteers win try to. 


make a "complete census" of all pre- 
school children instead of a sample sur- 
vey. "We'd like a definite head count," 
he said. The information .will enable the 
district to-see how many preschool chil- 
dren there are, when they were born, 
and what school they will attend, he said. 


The census conducted by the City of 


Des Plaines and the federal government 
is "too broad" and doesn't give the birth 
date of the children or their school at- 
tendance area.
